FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
I. Shipping 


This report covers the period from April 1, 1960 to March 31, 
1961, except where otherwise indicated. 

Table I, opposite, illustrates the changes in numbers and tonnage 
of Canada’s merchant fleet of 1,000 gross tons and over, which took 
place during the past twelve months. 

What may appear to be an increase in the ocean-going dry cargo 
ships under Canadian flag is merely the result of vessel transfers from 
that portion of the fleet registered in the United Kingdom. Two of 
the original group of fifty-eight “‘North Sands”’ class, which have been 
on the United Kingdom register since the time of their delivery from 
the shipyard in World War II, were brought on to Canadian register 
in April, 1960. These ships, Grande Hermine and Petite Hermine, were 
renamed Canuk Trader and Canuk Port respectively. In March, 1961 
the latter vessel was sold to Greek interests for operation outside 
Canadian registry. 

The war-built 10,000 tonners registered in the United Kingdom 
are fast disappearing from the Canadian fleet. During the twelve 
months covered by this report seven of them were sold, Jean Baptiste 
for scrap, Sunkirk for registry in Liberia, Alend: Hill to remain on 
United Kingdom register, and the following four to be registered in 
other Commonwealth countries: La Marea, Sunjarv, Sunjewel and 
Sunmount. Two ships were transferred to Canadian registry during 
the year and already have been dealt with in a foregoing paragraph. 
Montcalm, a vessel of recent construction from a United Kingdom 
yard, was the only new acquisition in 1960. Her 5,006 gross tons 
replaced less than ten per cent of what was lost throughout the year. 

An actual increase in the tonnage of ocean tankers on the Can- 
adian register did occur, however, with the addition of the new 
Canadian-built Emerillon but this expansion was partly eradicated 
in March of this year when Pinnacles went to foreign buyers. A 
former T2 Tanker, Pinnacles is destined to become the after-end of 
a bulk carrier, the new fore-end of which is now under construction in 
Germany for registry elsewhere. 

A modest strengthening of the coastal fleet, acquired through 
the addition of two brand new ships and one other transferred to 
Canadian registry from the United Kingdom, was quite inadequate 
to counterbalance the seven ships totalling 18,140 gross tons which 
were lost to this section last year. The overall effect was a depletion 
by four vessels and 13,019 gross tons, as follows:

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On the credit side there were the newbuildings Hopedale for 
Newfoundland-Labrador service and Tsawwassen for service in 
British Columbia and the Montclair, formerly operating under United 
Kingdom flag, which returned to the Canadian register to serve in 
northern waters under the name of Pierre Radisson. A minor increase 
in the gross tonnage of Skeena Prince made up the balance of additions 
to the coastal group. 


Casualties, and vessels scrapped, sold or transferred to other 
registers, were responsible for the deletions. Belle Isle IJ was rammed, 
caught fire and sank in the St. Lawrence at Three Rivers. Later the 
ship was raised and acquired by new owners but damage was reported 
to be extensive and it is believed the vessel is to be scrapped. Federal 
Express was also rammed in the St. Lawrence and sank at Montreal 
on May 11th where she created a navigational hazard until the job 
of removing her was finally accomplished in October with the aid of 
underwater blasting. Island King II was another casualty at Mont- 
real. She was gutted by fire and her register closed in December. The 
Easton was scrapped. The Canadian Pacific ships Princess Elizabeth 
and Princess Joan were sold foreign, for operation in the Mediter- 
ranean under Greek flag. Ownership of the Federal Explorer changed 
during the year. The ship was renamed Jthaka and transferred to 
Nassau registry but later she was wrecked in a gale off the west coast 
of Hudson Bay in the Churchill area. 


‘There were no changes to the coastal tankers. 


The Lakes fleet situation is not quite so gloomy since tonnage- 
wise there was an improvement despite a loss in numbers. 


Scrapping of the old canallers continued. During the last twelve 
months the following fourteen went to shipbreakers: Barrie, Beaver- 
ton, C. A. Ansell, Calgarian, Canadian, Clayton, Collier, Edmonton, 
HT. L. Wyatt, Kenora, Kinmount, Parkdale, Superior and Yankcanuk. 
This represents 27,186 gross tons of shipping no longer a part of the 
Lakes fleet. 


Six other canallers were converted to dumb barges or otherwise 
adapted for change in occupation such as loading platforms, lighter 
and salvage work, suction hopper dredges, etc., and one passenger 
vessel is reported to have been dismantled, for possible use as a float- 
ing hotel and restaurant. The ships referred to are Cayuga, Charles R. 
Huntley, Fairmount, J. S. Walton, John S. Pillsbury, Mapleheath and 
Quedoc, whose retirement from their traditional employment accounts 
for 14,225 gross tons of the loss in that quarter. 


James J. Buckler, formerly known as Outarde, cracked in two 
when she ran aground below Quebec City early in the year and her 
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register was closed in August. The Lakes fleet was thus reduced by a 
further 2,241 gross tons. 


Several canallers underwent physical changes during the year, 
increasing their individual sizes from 345 to 628 tons, thus adding a 
combined 1,876 gross tons. These were Cementkarrier, Griffon, Rock- 
cliffe Hall and Humberdoc. 


The bulk-cargo tonnage added by the new vessels Carol Lake, 
New Quedoc, John A. France and Murray Bay and the reconstruction 
of Red Wing totalled 79,591 gross tons, which were sufficient to out- 
weight the reductions. Tanker tonnage in the Lakes increased by 
2,168 gross tons because of vessel alterations to Elmbranch, Gulf 
Transport and Sprucebranch. Vables II and III show the distribution 
by tonnage groups of the merchant fleet according to the country and 
the year of build. 


Replacement Plan 


There was not too much activity in the market for war-built 
ships and during the year there were only 6 vessels sold for—gross 
$1,167,000 while one replacement vessel was disposed of and $507,000 
returned to escrow. 

The net addition during the year was $1,607,000. 

Since the inception of the plan a total of 180 vessels have been 
sold for a net figure of $104,196,000. These monies have been expended 
as follows :—

Transfer Plan 


On March 31st, 1961 there remained 30 vessels owned by Cana- 
dian companies but registered in the United Kingdom. Of this 
number 22 are flag covenanted vessels. 


During the past year 2 vessels were returned for operation under 
Canadian registry. 


As mentioned in our last report, the lifting of monetary controls 
by the United Kingdom has removed many of the benefits previously 
enjoyed by the owners of transferred vessels. 


Vessels owned by Canadian companies on United Kingdom 
registry will still be considered as a Canadian contribution to any 


allied shipping pool arrangement that may be set up in an emergency.

Vessel Employment 


Seven ships in the ocean fleet are laid up; a 10,000-ton dry cargo 
ship and a T2 tanker on the Canadian register and five war-built dry 
cargo vessels registered in the United Kingdom. Two coastal ships 
are also laid up; both are over thirty-five years old, and it is under- 
stood that they are shortly to be broken up. There are still thirty or 
more canallers idle, many of them in process of sale or scrapping. 


Canadian flag ships trading overseas in 1960 included Eskimo 
which followed the pattern set in 1959, her first season of operations, 
with trans-Atlantic voyages during the winter months and service to 
distant Canadian ports in the Arctic during the summer. She dis- 
tinguished herself on March 31, 1960, when she arrived from her 
third overseas voyage to open the port of Montreal on the earliest 
date ever. Federal Pioneer and Federal Voyager were each in Caribbean 
waters for limited periods and single trip charters for Canuk Port and 
Canuk Trader took them to Mediterranean and Continental European 
ports respectively, late in the year. 


The two tankers Andros Fortune and Andros Venture were 
occupied as usual in the Venezuela and Bahrein oil trades to ports in 
North America and to Continental ports on the English Channel. 
Andros Fortune suffered severe damage and loss of life in February 
after a collision off the Atlantic coast of Spain and is now undergoing 
repairs. Emerilon was launched in April and began service in August, 
commencing her long-term charter engagement with oil shipments 
from Venezuela to Atlantic ports in the United States. Rincon Hulls 
was likewise employed in this trade. 


Most of the remaining ships of 1,000 gross tons and over under 
Canadian flag were engaged in home trades, finding employment 
in the transportation of bulk commodities such as coal, iron ore, 
grain, pulpwood, newsprint etc., between Canadian ports, and bet- 
ween Canadian ports and U.S. ports in the Great Lakes. 


About forty Canadian flag ships of 1,000 gross tons and over 
operate more or less regularly each year in Canadian coastal liner 
services in the Atlantic and Pacific areas or to and from the Great 
Lakes, St. Lawrence River and eastern Maritimes. 


A number of the United Kingdom-registered ships belonging to 
the fleet are also engaged from time to time in the coastwise move- 
ments of bulk cargoes. The balance of the fleet on United Kingdom 
register engages in world trading as tramp ships. 


Table IV shows the participation of Canadian and other flag 


vessels in the movement of dry cargo tonnage in overseas trade, 
excluding trade with or via the United States. 
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Ocean Liner Services 


One hundred and sixty-six ocean liner services provided a total 
of 249 average monthly sailings from Canada to world ports during 
1960, as compared with 159 liner services and 241 average monthly 
sailings in 1959. 


New services were introduced last year from Great Lakes, St. 
Lawrence River, Canadian Atlantic and Pacific coast regions; at the 
same time a number of previously-established services in each of 
these areas discontinued their operations in 1960. In the reshuffle the 
same or greater frequency of sailings was maintained to most foreign 
ports, excepting to the Caribbean area where service was noticeably 
curtailed from Great Lakes, St. Lawrence River and eastern Canadian 
ports. However, three new services to the Carribean initiated from 
British Columbia helped to offset the reduced sailings from eastern 
Canada. 


Great Lakes ports for the first time were connected with three 
new areas abroad, Australia and New Zealand, the Far East and the 
Middle East. Four lines expanded their operations beyond Montreal 
to include ports in the Great Lakes. On the Pacific Coast, two new 
round-the-world services were inaugurated, a Yugoslavian line in 
June and an American line in September. Also of interest was the 
introduction by American principals of a hydrofoil passenger-ferry 
service between Bellingham, Washington and Victoria, B.C., said to 
be capable of reducing transportation time by less than half between 
these ports. 


Table V indicates the liner services available from Canadian 
ports during 1960.

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Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Five Hundred and forty ships of non-Canadian registry entered 
the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1960 making 1245 west- 
bound trips from ports overseas. Two hundred and thirteen of these 
vessels were dry cargo ships employed in regular ocean liner services; 
another 254 dry cargo vessels and 73 tankers operated in tramp 
services.

Coasting Trade of Canada 


According to preliminary estimates, the volume of tonnage in 
Canada’s coasting trade increased by more than a million tons during 
1960, in spite of a drastic drop in shipments of iron ore from Seven 
Islands. During the year 97 British ships of non-Canadian registry, 
two registered in Eire, and one registered in Germany carried over 
6,285,000 tons of cargo in our coasting trade representing 15 per cent 
of the total. 


Of this cargo just under two and a quarter million tons moved 
from the Maritimes; almost two million tons from St. Lawrence river 
ports; one and a quarter million tons from the Great Lakes and nearly 
three quarters of a million tons from Newfoundland. About seventy- 
seven thousand tons were carried in intercoastal trading and more 
than twenty thousand tons in each of the Pacific coast and Arctic 
areas. Fifteen of the non-Canadian flag participants were tankers, 
ranging in size from under 1,000 gross tons to 13,252 gross tons. These 
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tankers, engaged mostly in carrying petroleum products between 
ports on the eastern seaboard and in the St. Lawrence river, moved 
over 1,000,000 tons during the year. Coastal shipping lines in eastern 
Canada employed twenty-four non-Canadian ships for the movement 
of some 375,000 tons of cargo in their services between the Great 
Lakes, St. Lawrence river and eastern Canadian ports, including 
Newfoundland. 

As in other years, many of the non-Canadian flag ships in the 
coasting trade operated for varying periods in 1960 in the transporta- 
tion of single bulk commodities. Vessels in this category carried all 
the shipments of B. C. lumber to eastern Canada, all the ilmenite ore 
moving between Havre St. Pierre and Sorel, all the iron. ore from 
Seven Islands to Contrecoeur and more than 90 per cent of the iron 
ore from Seven Islands to Sydney. They also carried 98 per cent of 
the gypsum cargoes from Little Narrows; over 40 per cent of the 
gypsum from Halifax; more than two thirds of the Wabana iron ore 
shipments to Sydney; and 65 per cent of Cape Breton’s coal ship- 
ments to domestic ports. Non-Canadian flag ships also moved nearly 
half of the fluorspar shipped from St. Lawrence, Newfoundland to 
Port Alfred; 35 per cent of all Arctic cargoes, and 5 per cent of the 
grain shipments from the Canadian lakehead to other Canadian 
ports. 

Of the 100 non-Canadian ships sharing in our domestic trade 13 
were under 1,000 gross tons, 16 were between 1,000 and 2,000 gross 
tons, 19 were between 2,000 and 5,000 gross tons, 35 were between 
5,001 and 10,000 gross tons, 16 were between 10,000 and 15,000 gross 
tons and one was over 20,000 gross tons.

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Shipping Records 

The Commission’s records include statistical and other informa- 
tion on an individual ship basis for self-propelled vessels of 100 gross 
tons and over on the Canadian register, and for certain other ships of 
non Canadian-flag, by reason of their type, their employment, or 
because of the new or special features they incorporate. A statistical 
record is also kept of Federal Government-owned ships and their 
employment. 

Information on major trends and developments in maritime 
affairs throughout the world and changes in the shipping policies and 
practices of other nations is also noted and filed. 


II. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 


Shipbuilding 


During 1960 the major shipyards delivered fifty-eight vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Table VI. Forty-one of these ships 
were built for commercial owners, two for a Provincial Government 
and fifteen for various departments of the Federal Government. For 
the first time in many years no naval vessels were delivered, although 
work continued on the six destroyer escorts now under construction 
and orders were placed for a large naval tanker and two smaller 
vessels. The commercial vessels consisted mainly of tugs and barges, 
but included three large bulk freighters, the Murray Bay, John A. 
France and Carol Lake, the medium-size bulk freighter New Quedoc 
and the 40,000 ton oil tanker Emerillon, the largest vessel ever built 
in a Canadian shipyard. 


Excluding naval vessels the gross tonnage of all vessels built in 
major shipyards during 1960 totalled 121,628 gross tons. The dollar 
value of all ships delivered was approximately $62,079,535. Compared 
with 1959 there was an increase of 26 per cent in the gross tonnage 
but a decrease of 57 per cent in the dollar value of ships delivered; 
the decrease in the latter is attributable to the fact that during 1960 
no naval vessels were delivered. 


One of the most outstanding vessels delivered during the year 
was the 315-foot icebreaker John A. MacDonald, built by Davie 
Shipbuilding Limited. This vessel has a triple-screw diesel-electric 
engine developing 15,000 s.h.p. and will have an operating range of 
nearly 20,000 miles without refueling. She is designed for service in 
the Arctic under the most rigorous conditions and can carry sufficient 
fuel and provisions to enable her to spend a full season in the Arctic 
without needing to replenish her stores. 


The flight deck and hangar aft are so arranged that as many as 
three helicopters may be based on the vessel. Her equipment includes 
echo sounder, gyro compass, wireless telegraphy, radio telephone, 
direction and position finding equipment and radar. 


The 180-foot supply and buoy vessel Thomas Carleton was built 
by Saint John Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company Limited for 
operation in the Bay of Fundy and other maritime waters. With a 
cruising speed of 11 knots, she has a radius of action of 5,000 miles. 
The 158-foot sounding vessel Beauport was built by Geo. T. Davie & 
Sons for service in the St. Lawrence Ship Channel. She was especially 
designed for this service and is equipped with a 42-foot sounding boom 
and can record depths to an accuracy of 3 inches. In addition to the 
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main propulsion machinery the vessel is equipped with an 80 b.h.p. 
electric motor connected through gearing to each of the two shafts so 
as to propel the ship slowly during sounding. 


Among other notable vessels built for Government service 
during 1960 were the 188-foot Hopedale, built by Collingwood Ship- 
yards, and the 141-foot John Guy built by Ferguson Industries 
Limited, Pictou, Nova Scotia. The former is a passenger and cargo 
vessel, reinforced for navigation in ice, and is now being operated by 
the Canadian National Railway in coastal service between ports of 
call in Newfoundland and Labrador. The latter is an automobile and 
passenger ferry designed to maintain a year-round service between 
Bell Island and Portugal Cove, Newfoundland. This vessel is being 
operated by Newfoundland Transportation Company Limited, under 
charter from the Department of Transport. Another automobile and 
passenger ferry, the 136-foot Pelee Islander, built by Erieau Ship- 
building Limited, is being operated under charter to Pelee Shipping 
Limited, and the 127-foot survey vessel: Ville Marie, built by Russel 
Brothers at Owen Sound, is in service in the St. Lawrence Ship Chan- 
nel. 


The largest vessel ever to be built in a Canadian shipyard was 
the 710-foot tanker Emerillon of 41,825 d.w.t., built by Davie Ship- 
building Limited for Papachristidis Tankers Limited. This vessel has 
machinery aft, consisting of steam geared-turbine which develop 
17,600 s.h.p. and give a service speed of 174 knots. She was designed 
for world-wide tanker service and is at present under charter to the 
Shell Oil Company for the transportation of crude oil from Venezuela 
to the United States. 


Ship-Repairing 


In the ship-repairing branch of the industry the shipyards re- 
paired, refitted or drydocked 1,981 merchant ships and 87 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1960 amounted 
to $30,283,957 divided among the four shipbuilding areas as shown 
below. Compared with 1959 this constitutes an increase of $52,574. 
Although there was a great increase in the value of such work carried 
out by shipyards in the Great Lakes area, it was unfortunately offset 
by a corresponding decrease in value of work completed in the St. 
Lawrence River area.

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For the purpose of comparison, the value of ships delivered and 
of repairs and conversions carried out in Canadian shipyards from 


1955 to 1960 is given in Table VII. 


Employment 


The average monthly employment in the industry (16 yards 
reporting) was 9,814, a decrease of approximately 5 per cent com- 
compared with 1959. As may be seen from the table given below 
there was a marked falling-off in the level of employment in the 
Pacific Coast area; a relatively small decrease occurred in the Great 
Lakes area, and for the first time in several years shipyards in the 
St. Lawrence and Atlantic Coast areas registered an increase in 
employment. The figures for the first three months of 1961 suggest 
that the level of employment is again likely to fall below that of the 
previous year. 


The following table gives the average monthly employment 
figures in the principal shipbuilding areas during the period 1946 to

Outlook 


Although the volume of shipbuilding now on order in the ship- 
yards is substantial by far the greater proportion of orders are for 
naval or other government vessels; orders for commercial shipbuild- 
ing represent less than a quarter of the total. The Commission is 
continuing to do everything it can to stimulate the flow of commercial 
orders, for unless the volume of such orders is increased the present 
level of employment in the industry cannot be maintained. It is 
therefore gratifying to note that the Commission’s efforts have 
recently been meeting with success and consequently the volume of 
commercial shipbuilding during the present year may be expected to 
show an increase both in number and in tonnage. 
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The following table gives the estimated value of the vessels in 
each category in preparation or under construction in the four ship- 
building areas as of March 31, 1961.

The estimated capital cost of all vessels in preparation or under 
construction as of March 31, 1961, amounted to $244,727,250. This 
sum represents orders for nine naval vessels, eighteen other govern- 
ment vessels and fifteen merchant ships. Particulars of the govern- 
ment and merchant ships are given in Table VIII. | 


Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 


It will be noted from Table IX that the total value of capital 
cost determinations for new construction and major alterations issued 
by the Commission for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1961, are the 
highest issued since the Act came into force in 1950. This is largely 
accounted for by the inclusion of the total cost of two 40,000 ton 
tankers, and as well, by the increase in capital outlay by ship opera- 
tors in order to acquire bulk carriers best suited for seaway opera- 
tions. 


Capital outlay for dredges, barges, tugs and fishing vessels con- 
tinues steady. Value of determinations for conversions and major 
alterations are lower due to the tapering off of additions and altera- 
tions to existing lake vessels. 


Section 4 of the Act provides that in certain cases where monies 
resulting from the sale of vessels are used for satisfactory replace- 
ment in Canadian yards, the Canadian Maritime Commission may 
issue certificates which involve freedom from recapture of deprecia- 
tion. This feature of the Act continues to materially stimulate the 
flow of capital into new shipbuilding. 


Since the inception of the Act to March 31st, 1961, 220 certi- 
ficates have been issued under this section to 118 applicants and the 
total amount of money redirected into shipbuilding representing 
proceeds of disposition was $78,125,000. 


During the past year 49 certificates were issued to 29 applicants 
with the total proceeds of disposition being $8,747,000. 
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III. General 


Subsidised Steamship Services 


In accordance with the terms of the Canadian Maritime Com- 
mission Act, the Commission continued to administer subventions 
voted by Parliament. During the fiscal year 1960-61, subventions 
were paid for coastal and inland services only. Contracts for the 
operation of 33 services were in force during this period—two on the 
West Coast, two on the Great Lakes and 29 on the East Coast. 


The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising ten different routes. 


These include three new services: 

(a) Magdalen Islands, Quebec, Cheticamp and Halifax, N.S.: 
service commenced November 1, 1960; 

(b) Yarmouth, N.S., and Rockland, Maine, U.S.A.: a temporary 
service to maintain continuity of the connection between 
Nova Scotia and New England during withdrawal of the 
M/V Bluenose for annual refit; 

(c) Portugal Cove and Bell Island, Nfld., ferry service: 
the vehicular and passenger ferry John Guy, constructed for 
the Department of Transport, was placed in this service. 


No subsidies were paid in this period for the Portugal Cove and 
Bell Island, Newfoundland service or for the Prescott and Ogdens- 
burg ferry service, the contract for which was terminated in midyear 
when the new bridge between Prescott and Ogdensburg was com- 
pleted and opened to traffic. No claim for subsidy was submitted for 
the half-year’s operation. 


The Crown-owned vessel Pelee Islander, constructed for the 
Department of Transport, was delivered on June 18 and commenced 
operating on the Pelee Island service. After minor machinery difficul- 
ties were overcome, the vessel gave improved service to the Island. 


Eleven applications for subsidy assistance for new services were 
received. Two were approved, six were refused and three are held in 
abeyance pending receipt of further information. In each case, the 
proposed services and financial estimates were thoroughly investi- 
gated and surveys were carried out where required. 

Surveys were carried out in other areas at the request of in- 
terested public groups. 


An extensive survey was carried out of the Lower St. Lawrence 
region, in connection with the proposed cross-river ferry service 
between Father Point and Baie Comeau. 
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The staff of the Subsidies Branch represented the Commission 
on three ad hoc interdepartmental Committees. The Director of the 
Branch is a member of the standing Technical Committee on Danger- 
ous Goods. 

To meet increased cost of operations, mainly higher wages and 
repair bills, increases in subsidy were approved for four services. 

However the subsidies were reduced on seven services and, in one 
case, owing to a reorganization of the service required to be per- 
formed, the reduction amounted to $114,077. 

The Commission’s inspectors reviewed all services, inspected 
vessels and carried out surveys to ascertain the need for the continu- 
ance of existing services. 

Subsidies paid during the year amounted to $6,793,236.03.

Park Steamship Company Limited 


The activities of this Company which ceased actual operations 
on the sale of the fleet in 1946-47 are confined to occasional claims for 
compensation to seamen for injuries sustained during previous ser- 
vice, such claims are recoverable under insurance policies previously 
carried. 


The basic structure of the Company is being maintained to 
provide the Government with a practical take-over shipping function 
should the need arise. 


The Company does not employ any salaried officers or staff; its 
functions continue to be carried out by the staff of the Canadian 
Maritime Commission. 


Degaussing of Merchant Ships 


During the year under review the Commission continued to 
co-ordinate installation and maintenance of degaussing equipment in 
Canadian ships. 
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Three privately owned vessels consisting of one large and one 
small tanker and a package freighter were degaussed with an expendi- 
ture of approximately $53,400 while for Government operation two 
search and rescue vessels and one large icebreaker were degaussed for 
an expenditure of approximately $63,500. 


In addition there were a number of vessels brought to completion 


and some maintenance work done so that the total expenditure in the 
year was approximately $138,000. 


Military Movements 

The Commission has continued its supervisory role in the move- 
ment of military equipment and personnel overseas and in its capacity 
as liaison agent between Tri-service Movements Committee, the 
ocean shipping lines and the recipient NATO countries. 

Special flat rates were again negotiated for these cargoes including 
those destined for Canadian troops serving in United Nations forces 
overseas. 

The value of ocean freights for all cargo shipments amounted to 
more than one million dollars. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 


The Commission continues to advise the Department of National 
Revenue upon applications for the waiving of the coasting laws to 
permit temporary operation of foreign-flag or foreign-built ships in 
the Canadian coasting trade. Before recommending that an applicant 
be given a waiver, the Commission makes every effort to ensure that 
no qualified ship suitable for the required service is available. 


The Commission 


The staff of the Commission on March 31st, 1961 numbered 22 
whose annual salaries together with salaries paid to members of the 
Commission amounted to $132,558.00.

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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
I. Shipping 


This report covers the period from April 1, 1961, to March 
Serie O2. 

The gradual decline in Canada’s merchant fleet, which has 
been consistent since the years immediately following World War II, 
continued during the period under review, as illustrated in Table I 
(see Appendix ‘A’), which lists the numbers of vessels and tonnage of 
Canada’s merchant fleet of vessels of 1,000 tons and over. 

The decrease in ocean-going dry-cargo vessels was occasioned, 
in part, by the transfer of three captive 10,000-ton war-built cargo 
ships of the Dominion Shipping Company from the list of ocean- 
going to the list of the coastal fleet because these three vessels, the 
S/S Arthur Cross, Louisburg and Wabana were engaged solely in the 
coastal trade during the period under review. The fourth ship, the 
Federal Voyager, was laid up during the winter 1960-61, traded in 
the Great Lakes and coastal trade in the spring, and was sold to 
Japanese shipbreakers in June 1961. 

Other vessels listed as transferred to the coastal trade were: 
the Eskimo, Novaport and Gulfport, which are employed in Canada’s 
coastal trade for nine months of the year. Inability to obtain charter 
rates sufficient to meet operating costs caused the lay; -up of some of 
these vessels in the winter 1961-62. 

The ocean-going tanker fleet was diminished by six vessels and 
61,715 gross tons. One vessel, the Andros Venture, was sold to 
foreign registry, and three vessels, the tankers Irvingdale, Paloma 
Aiills and Rincon Hills, were sold for breaking up, while the Maple- 
branch and B. A. Peerless, were transferred to the coasting fleet list, 
as their employment was wholly confined to the coastal trade because 
of inability to compete with foreign-flag ships in deep-sea trade. 

The coastal fleet of dry-cargo vessels shows a net increase of 
five vessels and 32,896 tons. As shown in the ocean-going returns, 
six vessels were transferred to the coastal fleet from the ocean-going 
list, and three new vessels, the M/V Petite Forte, Confederation and 
City of Victoria, totalling 6,948 gross tons, were registered in Canada. 
Three vessels, the S/S North Shore, Random and Cardena, were sold 
to foreign buyers and the S/S Catala was dismantled. Tonnage of 
these four vessels was 6,032 gross tons. 

The coasting tanker fleet had a net increase of five vessels 
and 35,348 gross tons. The Irvinglake and Irvingbrook were trans- 
ferred to Canadian registry from abroad, and the Maplebranch and 
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B. A. Peerless were transferred from the list of ocean-going vessels 
to that of the coasting fleet. A new Canadian-built tanker, the 
J. Edouard Simard, was added to the fleet. 


The Great Lakes fleet of dry-cargo vessels, as a result of the 
removal from Canadian registry of many canallers, sold for breaking 
up, together with the addition of several newly-built vessels, showed 
a net decrease of 26 in the number of vessels, but a net increase of 
50,092 in gross tonnage. 


The canaller-size S/S Sandland and the Ganandoc were trans- 
ferred to Nassau registry, and the following 31 canallers, totalling 
58,459 gross tons, were sold for break-up: City of Hamulton, City of 
Kingston, City of Montreal, City of Toronto, Lethbridge, John H. 
Price, Keybell, Keydon, Keynor, Keywest, James Stewart, F. V. Massey, 
Hamildoc, Kingdoc, Labradoc, Lawrendoc, Mondoc, Manitoulin, 
Forestdale, Acton, Brampton, Cardinal, Donald W. Fawcett, F. W. 
Moore, Frank H. Brown, Paul Manion, R. H. Marshall, Trenton, 
Thordoc, Cartierdoc and Frank Wilkinson. Two canallers, the Wellan- 
doc and Queenston, were sold to foreign buyers, and the Upper- 
Laker Coverdale was sold to Bermudian interests. 


Additions to the Great Lakes fleet included the Canadian- 
built English River, French River, Fort Chambly, Canadoc, J. N. 
McWatiers and Whitefish Bay, the British-built Leecliffe Hall, the 
converted U.S.-built T-2 tankers, Northern Venture and Hulda 
Marjanne, and the converted Wheat King. 


These ten vessels represented 127,796 gross tons and accounted 
for the tonnage increase, despite the drop in the number of vessels 
in the Great Lakes fleet. 


The Shipbuilding subsidy, administered by the Canadian 
Maritime Commission, has brought about the placing of a number 
of orders for new vessel construction in Canadian shipyards and will 
result in additions to the coasting and Great Lakes fleets in the near 
future. 


The very great difficulties of operating ocean-going dry-cargo 
vessels under the Canadian flag at the Canadian scale of operating 
costs, in competition with foreign-flag vessels, without the aid of 
operating assistance, has deterred the placement of orders with 
Canadian shipyards for ocean-going vessels. 

The Great Lakes tanker fleet was reduced by the disposal, for 
breaking up, of the Coastal Cascades. 

Canadian-owned vessels on the United Kindgom registry, 
under the transfer agreement and variations thereof, suffered a net 
decline of three ships and 24,217 gross tons. 

The 15 wartime-built 10,000-tonners, as listed on March 31, 
1961, were reduced by the sale for break-up of the Lord Tweedsmuir, 
the sale to foreign buyers of the Commodore Grant and the Amersham 
Hill. The Lake Atlin, having fulfilled the terms of the flag covenant, 
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now operates on the U.K. registry, free of any commitments. The 
newly-constructed Montrose was placed on the U.K. registry under 
the transfer agreement. The Canadian-flag covenant, incorporated 
in the sale agreements of the wartime-built 10,000-tonners, was 
unconditionally waived in August 1961 because of their approaching 
obsolescence and the fact that a number of these vessels were being 
sold for scrap, and that the replacement plan which applied to the 
sale of such vessels off the Canadian registry, if approved by the 
Government, does not arise in the case of vessels sold for breaking up. 

The continuing decline in the Canadian-flag ocean-going fleet, 
both dry-cargo and tankers, and also, the decline in the number of 
Canadian-owned vessels on the U.K. registry, has reached the stage 
where ships that would be available to Canada and under Canadian 
control in times of emergency or war are greatly reduced and out- 
dated. 

Vessels of 200 gross tons and over, tabulated as to gross tonnage 
and country of origin, are listed in Table II, Appendix ‘B’, and in 
Table III, Appendix ‘C’, are tabulated according to year of con- 
struction and by tonnage groups. 


Vessel Employment 


Of the two ocean-going dry-cargo ships remaining on the Cana- 
dian-flag fleet as of March 31, 1962; one, the Canuk Trader, was 
laid up between January 23 and July 24, 1961. From July 24 to Oc- 
tober 5, this ship was engaged in carrying supplies to the Canadian 
Arctic outports, and, from October 5 to December 31, was employed 
on an ocean voyage to the Far East. 

The second one, the Federal Pioneer, spent the winter of 1960— 
61 in lay-up at Toronto, with winter storage of U.S. corn. In the 
season of navigation, this vessel was employed in the domestic 
trade in the Great Lakes and the Canadian Arctic, and commenced 
a trans-Atlantic voyage in December 1961. 

Of the vessels remaining on the list of ocean-going tankers, 
the Emerillon was fully employed throughout the year 1961. The 
Andros Venture was gainfully employed from January 1 to December 
26, 1961, and then sold out of the Canadian registry. 

The Andros Fortune was similarly employed from January 1 to 
February 27, 1961, when she was in collision off the coast of Spain. 
Towed to Hamburg to discharge cargo and then transferred to 
Rotterdam, she is still awaiting completion of repairs. 

Coastal-trade vessels generally were well employed, either 
throughout the year or in those areas affected by winter freeze-up, 
throughout the season of navigation. However, there were occasional 
lay-ups of some vessels due to temporary slow-downs of cargo 
offerings, and also, to the unsuitability of certain vessels for specific 
types of cargo.

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The Canadian Pacific Railway and Canadian National Railway 
Steamship Services were operated throughout the year, but there was 
some curtailment in the off-season due to the growing competition 
from alternative methods of transportation. 

On the Pacific Coast, the cruise ships Princess Louise, (Cana- 
dian Pacific), Prince George (Canadian National), and the Glacier 
Queen and Yukon Star, of the Alaska Cruise Lines Limited, operated 
throughout the tourist season and were then laid up for the balance 
of the year. 

In the St. Lawrence River, the Canada Steamship Lines Pas- 
senger Service was maintained as in the previous season. 

In 1961, there was some decline in coastal steamship cargo 
services on the Pacific Coast. For example, the largest operator had 
seven vessels fully employed, three vessels employed on an average 
of six months, and two vessels were laid up. In some districts, services 
operated with covered barge increased their share of the cargo 
carried. 

The St. Lawrence River coastal trade between Montreal, Quebec 
and North Shore ports was appreciably affected by the opening, in 
the winter of 1960-61, of the highway between Baie Comeau and 
Seven Islands. A number of daily trucking services from Montreal 
or Quebec to these North Shore ports, with door-to-door delivery, 
has resulted in loss to the coastal fleet of considerable quantities of 
high-class freight, and has therefore brought about a decline in the 
average earnings per ton of cargo. 

The continued growth of roll-on/roll-off ferry services, in both 
Western and Eastern Canada, is proving very beneficial to the 
communities served, and is assisting in the industrial development of 
those areas. 

Coastal tankers owned by the oil companies operated throughout 
the year, with the exception of the B.A. Peerless which went into 
winter lay-up at Halifax in December. The independent oil tankers 
suffered a period of unemployment due to lack of cargoes which 
amounted to about 6 per cent of the days in commission in the season 
of navigation. 

The Great Lakes fleet, except for the canaller-type vessels, 
was generally occupied throughout the season of navigation. Many 
of the canallers were not operated at all, and others were laid up part 
time during the season because, with their small capacity, they were 
unable to compete profitably with the Upper Lakers with their 
larger cargo capacity. 

While, generally speaking, the Upper Lakers were, as a whole, 
employed throughout the season, there was considerable time lost 
due to their having to wait their turn to discharge grain cargoes at 
the St. Lawrence River ports. 
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The average waiting time to unload, experienced by one of the 
larger companies on 106 voyages, was: 4 days, 7 hours and 36 minutes 
in 1961. This represented an improvement of one day, five hours and 
nine minutes, compared with the 1960 average waiting time on 89 
voyages. 

For the most part, these delays in unloading are occasioned 
by the fact that, owing to occasional slow-ups in the export shipments 
of grain, the St. Lawrence River elevators are filled to capacity; 
another cause may be that an Upper Laker is loaded with a type of 
grain for which overseas demand has temporarily slackened and, 
therefore, storage bins for these types remain filled. 

The profitable operation of these Upper Laker grain carriers 
is seriously affected by the delays in discharging and may be reflected 
in the rates for the carriage of grain between Great Lakes and St. 
Lawrence River ports. This, in turn, tends to lessen the advantage 
the Upper Lakers may have over ocean vessels proceeding to Great 
Lakes ports to load for overseas. 

The delays in unloading grain also lessen the opportunities the 
Upper Lakers may have for picking up return cargoes of iron ore or 
other raw materials for delivery to the Great Lakes ports. 

The improvement in grain storage capacity at Montreal and 
Trois-Riviéres, now under way or nearing completion, should help 
to ease this difficulty. 

Table IV (see Appendix ‘D’) shows the participation of Canadian- 
flag vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in the trans- 
portation of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade with or via 
the United States. 

The percentage of overseas trade shipped (a) via Canadian ports 
and (b) by U.S. ports in 1956 was (a) 58.7% and (b) 41.3%. 

For 1961, (a) increased to 72.1% and (b) declined to 27.9%. 


Replacement Plan 

In August of 1961, the Minister of Transport, by authority of 
P.C. 1333 of March 16, 1950, approved the lifting of the so-called 
flag covenant by which certain vessels purchased from the Crown 
were restricted to the extent that funds resulting from disposition 
were escrowed for rebuilding. 

At that time, there were 26 ex-‘‘Park’’ vessels subject to per- 
manent restriction, and three vessels built with escrow funds subject 
to temporary restriction. 

It is now possible to review this replacement plan and, in all, 
there were 181 vessels sold with net result of $104,383,355.69. 

These monies have considerably stimulated shipbuilding mainly 
in Canadian yards, as follows:

Transfer Plan 


The lifting of the flag covenant referred to under the heading 
‘Replacement Plan”’ has further affected this arrangement. 


Vessels concerned, being owned by Canadian companies, are 
still considered as a Canadian contribution to any Allied Shipping 
Pool arrangement that may be set up in an emergency. 


The majority of Canadian-owned vessels on the U.K. registry, 
under the transfer arrangement, are war-time built 10,000-tonners 
which are now 18 or more years old, and therefore close to obso- 
lescence. Their speed is only 10 knots, which compares unfavourably 
with that of modern cargo vessels and therefore limits their usefulness. 


Ocean Liner Services 


In 1961, 173 non-Canadian-flag ocean liner services provided an 
average total of 255 monthly sailings from Canada to overseas 
world ports. This compares with 166 ocean liner services and an 
average of 249 monthly sailings in 1960. 


Liner services from St. Lawrence River and Atlantic ports regis- 
tered a net gain of four, one of which was a new trade route to the 


Middie East. 

From the Pacific Coast ports to all areas, there was a net in- 
crease of two services. From the Great Lakes ports to all areas, there 
was a net increase of two liner services, one of which was a new trade 
route from the Great Lakes to the East Coast of South America. 

The principal participating nations in these liner services are: 
Britain, 31 services; United States, 24; Japan, 18; Germany, 14; 
Norway, 14; Sweden, 14; Canada, 11; other countries, 47. 

The Canadian lines employed chartered non-Canadian ships. 
Fourteen of the services were joint operations of two or more coun- 
tries; the Dutch participated in five of these joint operations; 
Norway, in three; Sweden, Britain, Ghana, France, Germany and 
Italy, in one each. 


Table V (see Appendix ‘E’) indicates the liner services available 
from Canadian ports during 1961. 


Direct Trade between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Four hundred and ninety-four ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1961, making 1,112 
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westbound trips from ports overseas. Two hundred and twenty-eight 
of these vessels were dry-cargo ships employed in regular ocean 
liner services; another 227 dry-cargo vessels and 39 tankers operated 
in tramp services.

Coasting Trade of Canada—1961 


According to preliminary estimates, the volume of freight in 
Canada’s coastal trade indicates a total of 45,919,676 tons. This 
represents an increase of 5,069,872 over the final figure for 1960. 


The increased tonnage was made up of increases in

Ninety British ships of non-Canadian registry, together with 
four ships operating under temporary permits of waiver of the coast- 
ing laws, which included one Liberian-flag, one German-flag, one 
Danish-flag and one Canadian-flag ships, were employed in Canada’s 
coasting trade in 1961. 
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These vessels carried 7,275,000 tons of cargo, representing 
15.8 per cent of the total coastal trade, for an increase of 990,000 
tons, and 0.8 per cent of the total for 1960. 

Forty-six of these 94 vessels were employed in bulk-cargo trade, 
19 in coastal liner services, two in intercoastal trade, 15 in miscel- 
laneous trades, and 12 in tanker operations.

In some areas, such as the movement of ilmenite ore, from Havre 
St-Pierre to St. Lawrence River ports, and the intercoastal trade in 
lumber from the Pacific to Atlantic coasts, 100 per cent of the 
commodities was carried in non-Canadian-flag vessels, In other 
areas, non-Canadian-flag participation ranged from 19.4 per cent 
on shipments of gypsum between Halifax and Montreal to 95.9 per 
cent on limestone shipped from Port Colborne to Clarkson. 

Of the 1,490,307 tons of petroleum products carried in non- 
Canadian-flag ships, 811,744 tons were carried in two Canadian- 
owned vessels.

Shipping Records 


The commission maintains detailed records of individual self- 
propelled vessels of 100 gross tons and over on the Canadian register. 


Federal government-owned ships and certain of those on other 
registers are of interest because of their type, special features or 
employment, and limited records are kept of these as well. 


A register of applicants under the Ship Construction Assistance 
Regulations was set up during the year. Relative statistical infor- 
mation has been maintained progressively ever since, to assist in 
analyses of the programme’s development at its various stages. 


Information on coastwise and ocean shipping services has been 
assembled as in previous years, including areas of service, size and 
capacities of the vessels engaged in such and their country of registry. 

Major trends and developments in maritime affairs throughout 
the world and changes in shipping policies and practices of other 
nations are noted and filed. 


II. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 
Shipbuilding 


During 1961, the major shipyards delivered thirty-three vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Table VI. (See Appendix ‘F’.) 
Twenty-two of these ships were built for commercial owners, two 
for the Royal Canadian Navy and nine for various departments of 
the Federal Government. The commercial vessels consisted mainly 
of barges and tugs, but included two large bulk freighters, the J.NV. 
McWatters and Whitefish Bay, one medium-size bulk freighter 
Canadoc, the oil tanker J. Edouard Simard and three package 
freighters, Fort Chambly, English River and French River. The naval 
vessels comprised a small standard diving vessel and a tank-cleaning 
barge. Of the ships built for departments of the government other 
than National Defence, three were passenger and cargo vessels, 
two were pilot vessels, one a suction dredge and the remainder 
tugs or smaller craft. 


The gross tonnage of all vessels built in the major shipyards 
during 1961 amounted to 91,911 gross tons. The dollar value of ships 
delivered was approximately $43,955,665. Employment throughout 
the industry increased during the year. 


The number of contracts on hand at the year end in those yards 
was 70, including 7 for the Royal Canadian Navy, 18 for various 
government departments, and 45 commercial agreements. 


Two vessels delivered during the year were the passenger and 
cargo vessels, Federal Palm and Federal Maple, built respectively by 
Port Weller Dry Docks and Canadian Vickers Limited. These ships 
were designed in Canada for inter-island service for the proposed 
Federation of the West Indies. 


A suction dredge, the 238’ Fort Langley, was built by the Burrard 
Dry Dock Company for the Department of Public Works, and the 
173’ passenger and cargo vessel Petite Forte was built by Saint John 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Company Ltd. for the Department of 
Transport. 


The Fort Langley was designed for work on the lower Fraser 
River, but is capable of employment elsewhere. This vessel is pro- 
pelled by twin-screw diesel-electric engines developing 3,600 H.P. 
and giving a speed of 11 knots. Dredging is carried out by two 26- 
inch suction heads which can work to a depth of 50 feet. 


The Petite Forte was designed for service between ports of call 
in Placentia Bay, Newfoundland, and will be operated by the Ca- 
nadian National Railways. The hull is specially strengthened for 
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navigation in ice, and her twin-screw diesel engines each develop 
1,100 H.P., giving a speed of 13 knots. The ship has accommodation 
for 30 cabin passengers, and seats are fitted in the public room on 
the upper deck for a further 20 persons on short voyages. 

In the commercial field for the Great Lakes fleet, two more 730’ 
bulk freighters were built to take the fullest possible advantage of the 
Seaway. These were the J. N. McWatters, built by Canadian Vickers 
Ltd. for Scott Misener Steamships Ltd., and the Whitefish Bay, 
built by Davie Shipbuilding Ltd. for Canada Steamship Lines. 
The former is the largest vessel ever to be built in Montreal and was 
constructed in two sections which were joined together in the govern- 
ment-owned Champlain Dry Dock at Lauzon. Both vessels are pro- 
pelled by steam turbine engines developing 9,000 s.h.p. and are now 
in service between Great Lakes ports and Seven Islands, Que., 
carrying wheat from the prairies and iron ore from Labrador. 

Also intended for service on the Great Lakes is the 604’9” bulk 
freighter Canadoc, built by Davie Shipbuilding Ltd. for Canada 
Steamship Lines Limited, for operation in the iron ore, coal and grain 
trades, powered by four diesel engines developing 5,332 H.P., with a 
service speed of 15 m.p.h. 

The 463’ Fort Chambly was built at Collingwood Shipyards for 
operation by Canada Steamship Lines Ltd. This vessel is specially 
designed for the carriage of palletized package freight and also grain 
in bulk. All accommodation, including the wheel house, is aft, and the 
vessel is strengthened for ice and capable of ocean-going service. 
The power plant, consisting of twin-screw diesel engines, develops 
6,000 s.h.p., with a speed of 173 knots. 

The 412’7” oil tanker J. Edouard Simard was built by Marine 
Industries Ltd. Built of welded steel, her hull is reinforced at the 
waterline by a belt of extra-heavy shell plating for protection against 
ice. Four cargo pumps allow different liquids to be separately handled 
simultaneously to or from any of the twenty-one cargo tanks. Her 
machinery consists of a 4,000 H.P. diesel engine, giving a speed of 
13% knots. 


Ship-Repairing 

In the ship-repairing branch of the industry, the shipyards 
repaired, refitted or drydocked 2,281 merchant ships and 68 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1961 amounted 
to $30,521,394, divided among the four shipbuilding areas as shown 
below. Compared with 1960, this constitutes an increase of $237,337.

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For the purpose of comparison, the value of ships delivered and 
of repairs, conversions carried out in Canadian shipyards from 1959 
to 1961 is given in Table VII (see Appendix ‘G’). 


Employment 


The average monthly employment in the Association shipyards 
was 10,228, an increase of approximately 4 per cent, compared with 
1960. As may be seen from the table given below, there was a falling- 
off in the level of employment in the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence 
areas, but this was more than counterbalanced by increases in the 
Pacific and Atlantic coastal areas. The general level of employment 
was considerably higher at the end of 1961 than it was at the begin- 
ning and this upward trend has continued during the first few months 
1962. 


The percentage increase in the number of employees in the ship- 
yards is considerably less than the percentage increase in the number 
of vessels under construction. This is the result of a decline in the 
number of government orders for ships, but more than offset by the 
growing list of orders for commercial vessels. 

The following table gives the average monthly employment 


figures in the principal shipbuilding areas during the period 1948 to

Employment in the smaller shipyards has also risen substantially 
owing to the flow of work resulting from the new Ship Construction 
Assistance Regulations. As of March 31, 1962, these yards had work 
in hand to the value of $4,860,000, including contracts for a wide 
variety of vessels ranging in size from 150’ coastal cargo ships to tugs 
and barges, and also, three steel trawlers of a type not previously 
built in Canada. 


Outlook 


In last year’s annual report, the Commission expressed the view 
that orders for commercial ships might be expected to increase during 
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the ensuing twelve-month period. As of March 31, 1962, in the major 
shipyards alone there were three times as many merchant ships on 
order as there were at the same date last year. The ship construction 
assistance provided by the Government has greatly increased the 
flow of shipbuilding employment, particularly in the very large 
number of small yards throughout the Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario 
and the West Coast. All of these yards have now contracts and 
provide jobs in areas where shipbuilding constitutes the major 
industry. Not only is the total value of shipbuilding contracted for 
greater than it has been for some years past, but orders for merchant 
ships now form a greater proportion of the total.

The estimated capital cost of all vessels in preparation or 
under construction as of March 31, 1962, amounted to $254,869,000. 
This sum represents orders for seven naval vessels, eighteen other 
government vessels and forty-five merchant ships. Particulars of the 


government and merchant ships are given in Table VIII (see Appendix 
+17) : 


Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 


Table IX (see Appendix ‘I’) shows the total value of capital 
cost determinations issued by the Maritime Commission for each 
fiscal year since 1950 under Section 3 of the Act, granting accelerated 
depreciation for construction of new vessels, also, conversions and 
major alterations to existing vessels. A total of 74 projects were 
dealt with to completion. 


Section 4 of the Act provides that, in certain cases where monies 
resulting from the sale of vessels are used for replacement in Canadian 
yards, the Canadian Maritime Commission may issue certificates 
which involve freedom from recapture of depreciation. 


During the past year, 29 certificates were issued to 26 applicants 
for total proceeds of disposition of $4,499,781. 


Since the inception of the Act, to March 31, 1962, 249 certifi- 
cates have been issued for a total of $82,624,615.

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Ship Construction Assistance 


On May 12, 1961, The Hon. Léon Balcer, Minister of Transport, 
announced, in the House of Commons, the policy of the Govern- 
ment to provide funds to assist in the construction of vessels in 
Canadian shipyards for operation under Canadian registry in foreign 
and domestic trade, and in the fishing industry. 

This policy is intended to make it possible for Canadian ship- 
owners to obtain new vessels from Canadian shipyards at prices that 
are comparable to construction costs abroad. 

At the end of the fiscal year, 31 applications, worth $18,856,528 
in construction costs, had been approved for subsidy payments. 
This involves 19 different ship-owning companies and 11 shipyards. 
Subsidy payments on account, amounting to $2,025,261.36, have 
been paid out on these vessels. At the close of the year, 86 applications 
were pending and were in various stages of examination and review. 

The Ship Construction Assistance Regulations, approved by 
Order-in-Council P.C. 1961-1290, September 8, 1961, are reproduced 
as Appendix ‘J’. The administration of ship construction assistance 
is the responsibility of the Canadian Maritime Commission. 


Ill. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 


The Canadian Maritime Commission continued to administer 
subventions voted by Parliament, under the provisions of the Cana- 
dian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 1961-62, 
subventions were paid for 33 coastal and inland services, two on the 
West Coast, two in the Great Lakes and 29 on the East Coast. 

The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising ten different routes. 

The opening of the bridge between Cross Point, Que., and 
Campbellton, N.B., in October, resulted in the cessation of the 
subsidized service between these two points. 

Three services were withdrawn because alternative means of 
transportation eliminated the essentiality of the services, and two new 
freight services were inaugurated, P.E.I. and North Shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, Que., and St. Lawrence River and Gaspé ports 
to Chandler, Que., and a capital subsidy was provided to assist in the 
inauguration of a passenger and vehicle ferry service between Father 
Point and Baie Comeau. 

Nine applications for subsidy assistance were received, of which 
three were approved, three refused and three held for further survey 
and review. In each case, a thorough investigation of the proposed 
service was made and financial estimates and surveys undertaken 
where required. 

Extensive surveys were made of British Columbia Coastal 
Steamship services and traffic and of the Gaspé Peninsula traffic. 

The Commission inspectors reviewed all services and carried out 
surveys to ascertain the need for the continuation of existing services.

Park Steamship Company Limited 


The activities of this Company which ceased actual operations 
on the sale of the fleet in 1946-47 are confined to occasional claims for 
compensation to seamen for injuries sustained during previous service, 
such claims are recoverable under Insurance Policies previously 
carried. 

Claims for compensation arising during the financial year were 
settled within the year. 

The basic structure of the Company is being maintained and 
could be readily expanded should the need arise. 

The Company does not employ any salaried officers or staff; its 
functions continue to be carried out by the staff of the Canadian 
Maritime Commission. 


Degaussing of Merchant Ships 


The Commission co-ordinates the installation and maintenance 
of degaussing equipment on Canadian ships. During the year under 
review, four government vessels were provided with equipment at a 
cost fo $16,500. For private operation, equipment for one vessel was 
provided, and three others completed at a cost of $54,000. In addition, 
some maintenance work was done bringing the total cost to approxi- 
mately $71,600. 


Military Cargo Movements 


The Commission co-ordinates the movement of military equip- 
ment and personnel overseas in liaison with the Tri-Service Move- 
ments Committee, the ocean shipping lines and recipient NATO 
countries. Special cargo and passenger rates for the movement of 
military cargoes and service personnel were again negotiated, in- 
cluding those cargoes destined for Canadian troops serving in the 
United Nations forces overseas. 

Tonnage carried amounted to approximately 25,000 tons, and 
freight payments approximated $850,000. Of these totals, 5,415 tons, 
with freight charges amounting to about $175,000 were NATO 
shipments, the freight charges of which were met by the recipient 
countries. 

Because of the temporary suspension of the rotation movement of 
military units to Europe, and also, because of the increase in the use 
of the R.C.A.F. Air Transport for the movement of military personnel, 
there was a decline of about 35 per cent in the numbers transported 
by the shipping companies. 
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Coasting Laws of Canada 


The Commission advises the Department of National Revenue 
concerning applications for the waiving of the coasting laws to permit 
temporary operation of foreign-flag or foreign-built ships in the 
Canadian coastal trade. Before recommending that the applicant 
be granted a waiver permit, the Commission makes every endeavour 
to ensure that no qualified Canadian-flag vessel, suitable for the 
required service, is available. 


The Commission 
Regular meetings of the Commission, plus supplementary meet- 
ings as required, were held. 


Recommendations for the allocation of government shipbuilding 
to Canadian shipyards were made to the Government. 


The Committee on the importation of foreign vessels held seven 
meetings and recommended to the Minister of Transport regarding 
applications for Canadian registry. A total of 16 vessels was admitted 
and 7 vessels were refused. 


The staff of the Commission, on March 31, 1962, numbered 24, 
whose annual salaries, together with salaries paid to members of the 
Commission, amounted to $142,538.33.

Ship Construction Assistance Regulations 
PC, 1961-1290 


September 8, 1961. 


His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the recommendation of 
the Minister of Transport, pursuant to Appropriation Act No. 4, 1961 (Vote 592 
of the Supplementary Estimates for the fiscal year ending 31st March, 1962) is 
pleased hereby to make the annexed Ship Construction Assistance Regulations. 


SHIP CONSTRUCTION ASSISTANCE REGULATIONS 


1. These Regulations may be cited as the ‘Ship Construction Assistance 
Regulations’. 


2. In these Regulations,

‘Committee’? means an Interdepartmental Committee composed of 
duly appointed representatives of the Commission, the Departments 
of Transport, Finance and Defence Production and, when matters 
relating to assistance for the construction of fishing vessels are under 
consideration, the Department of Fisheries; 
“contract”? means a contract between a shipowner and a shipbuilder 
for the construction of a commercial ship or steel fishing trawler; 
“eligible ship’? means a ship that is intended for use in commercial 
enterprise and that is 
(i) a self-propelled vessel of one hundred tons gross tonnage or over; 
(ii) tugs of fifty tons gross tonnage or over; or 
(iii) a vessel, not self-propelled, of two hundred tons erogs tonnage 
or over; 

“fishing trawler’’ means a fishing vessel that has a eel hull of not less 
than seventy-five feet in jlenatn and that uses an otter trawl or a similar 
device; 
‘Minister’? means ns Minister of Transport; 
“shipbuilder’’ means a Canadian citizen or a corporation incorporated 
under the laws of Canada, or any province of Canada that is engaged 
within Canada in the business of shipbuilding; i 

“shipowner’’ means a Canadian citizen, a corporation incorporated 
under the laws of Canada or of any Province, or Her Majesty in Right 
of any Province; and 


“subsidy’’ means a subsidy payable under these Regulations. 
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A pplication 


3. These Regulations apply in respect of subsidies, for the construction 
of commercial and fishing vessels, paid out of moneys from time to time voted 
by Parliament for this purpose. 


Subsidy 


4, (1) A subsidy in respect of the construction in Canada of any eligible 
ship, may be given in accordance with these Regulations by payment of an amount 
not exceeding 

(a) forty per cent of the approved cost incurred for work performed under a 
contract between May 12, 1961, and March 31, 1963; and 

(0) thirty-five per cent of the approved cost incurred for work performed 
under a contract after March 31, 1963. 

(2) Subject to subsection (3), a subsidy in respect of the construction 
for use in the Provinces of New Brunswick, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island and Quebec, of a steel fishing trawler may be given in accordance 
with these Regulations by payment of an amount not exceeding fifty per cent of 
the approved cost incurred for work performed under a contract after May 12, 
1961. 

(3) No payment shall be made under subsection (2) in respect of the con- 
struction of any steel fishing trawler unless one used fishing trawler of steel or 
wooden construction has, in accordance with arrangements approved by the 
Commission, permanently withdrawn from fishing operations. 

5. The Commission is responsible for administering the scheme of subsidies 
in accordance with these Regulations and in accordance with such additional 
directions as may be given by the Minister. 

6. (1) A shipowner and shipbuilder intending to construct a commercial 
ship or a steel fishing trawler may jointly make application to the Commission 
for a subsidy in respect of such construction in accordance with these Regulations. 

(2) An application for a subsidy in respect of a ship that was under construc- 
tion on May 12, 1961, shall be made on or before March 31, 1962. 

7. The Minister may prescribe the form and manner in which applications for 
subsidies under these Regulations are to be made and the documentary infor- 
mation that is to accompany such applications. 

(1) The Commission shall review the application and shall conduct such 
investigation as may be necessary to establish and determine the 
financial responsibility of the shipowner and shipbuilder, the eligi- 
bility of the project, and that the estimated cost of the proposed con- 
struction, and the amount or proportion of items of Canadian materials 
and equipment meet the conditions prescribed by the Minister. 

(2) The proposed construction of any vessel shall incorporate such amount 
of Canadian materials and equipment as the Minister considers practic- 
able after considering the cost and the availability of those materials 
and equipment. 

(3) Where an application has been considered by the Commission, the 
Commission shall arrange for a meeting of the Committee at which 
the Committee shall make such recommendation through the Com- 
mission to the Minister as the Committee considers appropriate. 

8. With the approval of Treasury Board, the Commission shall enter into 
an agreement with the shipowner and the shipbuilder setting out the terms and 
conditions under which the subsidy will be paid.

9. (1) Every agreement shall specify the amount of Canadian material and 
equipment to be included in the ship. 


(2) Every agreement shall provide, ‘inter alia’,

for appropriate protection of the interests of Her Majesty in Right of 
Canada in respect of the moneys actually paid by way of subsidy; 


for payment of the capital financial assistance by way of a lump sum 
on registration of the vessel or by progress payments up to a maximum 
of eighty per cent of such assistance in accordance with the terms of the 
contract between the shipbuilder and the shipowner or otherwise at the 
discretion of the Commission; 


that the shipowner undertakes to maintain the ship on Canadian 

registry for a period of 5 years and undertakes not to sell or transfer 

the ship during that period without the consent of the Commission 

with the approval of the Treasury Board, and that the Commission 

may refuse its consent unless the shipowner agrees to refund to Her 

Majesty in Right of Canada an amount equal to the product obtained 

by multiplying the amount of subsidy received by the fraction of the 

five year period that the vessel will not be maintained on Canadian 

registry ; 

that where 

(i) a vessel has been disposed of after May 12, 1961, 

(ii) section 4 of the ‘Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act’ 
applies to the proceeds of that disposition, and 

(iii) the proceeds of that disposition are used to purchase a vessel in 
respect of which a subsidy is to be paid under the Regulations, 

then, the subsidy shall be reduced by the amount of income tax that 

would have been payable on those proceeds if section 4 of the ‘Canadian 

Vessel Construction Assistance Act’ had not applied to those proceeds; 


in the case of a steel fishing trawler, for the permanent withdrawal 
from fishing operations of one used fishing trawler; 


that the shipowner and the shipbuilder will keep accurate and detailed 
records of the cost of the ship and all accounts and records shall be 
available to the Commission for audit and inspection by any agent of 
Her Majesty in Right of Canada at any time during the construction 
and during a period of two years after payment of the subsidy; and 
for such other matters as may be considered appropriate by the 
Commission. 


(3) Paragraph (d) of subsection (2) does not apply in respect of the proceeds 
obtained from a hire-purchaser under a hire-purchase agreement, for the con- 
struction of a vessel, entered into prior to May 12, 1961. 


Payments 


10. The payments under any agreement shall be made by the Commission 
to the shipbuilder in accordance with the agreement. 


11. The Commission, when determining the capital cost of a vessel under 
the ‘Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act’ shall base such capital cost on 
the actual amount contributed by the shipowner towards the cost of construction 
of that ship. 
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12. Where a subsidy has been paid pursuant to these Regulations in respect 
of any vessel and that vessel is subsequently disposed of, section 4 of the ‘Ca- 
nadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act’ does not apply to the proceeds of 
that disposition. 

13. Payment of a subsidy by the Commission to a shipbuilder pursuant to 
these Regulations in respect of the cost of construction by the shipbuilder of a 
vessel for a shipowner shall, for all purposes relevant to the business carried 
on by the shipbuilder, be deemed to be a payment made to the shipbuilder by the 
shipowner on account of the cost of the construction of the vessel.

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SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
I. Shipping 


This report covers the period April 1st, 1962 to March 31st, 
1963. 

There was a decrease of three vessels in Canada’s merchant 
fleet of vessels over 1,000 gross tons but because of the replacement 
of older vessels by new and larger ones in the coastal and Great 
Lakes fleet the gross tonnage showed an increase of 47,146 tons. 

Table I (see Appendix ‘‘A’’) lists the passenger, dry cargo 
vessels and tankers in the ocean-going, coastal and Great Lakes 
fleet for the years ending March 31st, 1962 and 1963. 

In the ocean-going dry cargo section the transfer of the S/S 
Canuk Trader to Nassau, Bahamas registry reduced the fleet to one 
solitary Canadian-flag vessel; namely the wartime-built 10,000 ton- 
ner S/S Federal Pioneer. 

The ocean-going tankers remain unchanged in numbers despite 
the sale of the S/S Andros Fortune to Liberian buyers. The tanker 
Irvingbrook employed in the ocean trade was lengthened, renamed 
the Irvingstream and employed in ocean trading. These changes 
reduced the gross tonnage by 2,662 tons. 

Coastal dry cargo vessels of over 1,000 gross tons showed an 
increase of nine vessels and 27,761 tons. 

The increase in the number resulted from the addition of the 
following six newly constructed vessels; the M/V’s Menzer Consol, 
Taverner, Queen of Vancouver, Sir John Crosbie, Queen of Saanich 
built in Canada and the “N.A. Comeau” in the United Kingdom. 
Three vessels were transferred from other countries to Canadian 
registry, namely the M/V “Pere Nouvel’? and the cargo ships 
S/S Highliner and Yorkwood. Also added to the dry cargo fleet was 
the Maplebranch converted from a coastal tanker; and the S/S 
Wahcondah was sold to U.S. interests and removed from the Can- 
adian registry. 

The coastal tankers were reduced by the Maplebranch converted 
to a dry cargo vessel and the Jrvingbrook enlarged and transferred 
to the ocean tanker fleet. 

The Great Lakes dry cargo fleet decreased in number by ten. 

Deleted from the Canadian registry were fourteen canallers, 
namely the H. J. McManus, Avondale, Westdale, Birchton, Cedarton, 
Torondoc, City of Windsor, Good Star and Saskatoon which were sold 
for breaking up, the Simcoe and Norco were transferred to the U.S. 
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and Commonwealth registries, the Redfern converted to a non-self- 
propelled barge and the Norman P. Clement converted to a tanker. 
The Upper Laker Prescott was sold for break-up, the D. B. Weldon 
for conversion to a barge and the Stadacona transferred to Bermudian 
registry. 

Offsetting these deletions the newly constructed M/V Lawrendoc, 
Mondoc, S/S Montrealais, Hamiltonian, Silver Isle and the M/V 
Hallfax, together with the Lake Winnipeg, a converted and jumboized 
T2 tanker, were added to the register. 

The change in the Great Lakes tanker fleet arose from the 

addition of the W. Harold Rea and the Hudson Transport new and 
built in Canada and the Norman P. Clement converted from a dry 
cargo vessel. Deletions comprised the Imperial Hamilton sold for 
break-up and the Halfueler (ex Translake) converted to a non-self- 
propelled barge. 
/ The addition of the large Upper Lakers, both bulk carriers and 
tankers, offset the tonnage loss occasioned by the withdrawal of the 
many canallers and resulted in a combined increase in gross tonnage 
of 46,204 tons. 

Canadian-owned vessels on the United Kingdom registry under 
the transfer arrangement declined by one with the sale of the S/S 
Andover Hill to Panamanian registry. 

These vessels on United Kingdom registry now number eighteen 
and of these, fifteen are wartime-built 10,000 tonners which are 
uneconomical to operate and fast approaching obsolescence and of 
the fifteen wartime-built vessels six have been laid up for lack of 
employment for periods of three to six months in the last year. The 
obsolescence of this type of vessel is borne out by the fact that be- 
tween December 1st, 1962 and March 31st, 1963 four similar Can- 
adian-built wartime 10,000 tonners on foreign registry have been 
sold to shipbreakers. , 


From these facts it seems inevitable that within the next two 
or three years there will be a further large decrease in the very few 
Canadian-owned ocean-going vessels on the Canadian or United 
Kingdom registries. 


Tables II and III (see Appendices ‘‘B’’ and ‘‘C’’) list the respec- 
tive types of commercial vessels of 100 gross tons and upwards in 
tonnage and age groups. The number and aggregate gross tonnage 
of these vessels are 1072 ships of 1,579,933 gross tons. 


Summarizing these tables shows that in the various groups there 
are vessels that will require replacement in the foreseeable future, 
although this is modified (a) by the fact that vessels employed solely 
in fresh water trading in the Great Lakes and rivers are continued 
in employment for many more years than those engaged in salt water 
trading, and (b) the opening of the seaway has made canallers, 
except for those employed in specific trades using small ports, 
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uneconomic to operate and the replacement of canallers by large 
Upper Laker bulk carriers requires a lesser number of ships to pro- 
vide equivalent capacity. 


The following figures, summarized from Tables II and III reveal 
how large is the number of old vessels still in operation.

Vessel Employment 


The wartime-built 10,000 tonner, the sole remaining dry cargo 
vessel in the ocean-going fleet, was employed for 74% of the year, 
overhaul, repairs and idle time accounted for the other 26%. 


The ocean tankers were employed 89.6% of the year and damage, 
repairs and overhaul occupied the balance of 10.4% of the year. 


Vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over of the coastal and Great 
Lakes fleets were, for the most part, operated only during the naviga- 
tion season. The East coast vessels were employed 86.7% of the 
seasonal period; overhaul and repairs accounted for 9.0% of the 
period; winter lay-up time amounted to 13.6% in the year 1962, 
and lay-up for other causes accounted for 4.3%. 


West coast vessels, including the seasonally-operated cruise ships 
and the C.P.R. passenger ferries were employed for 92.7% of the 
year round and seasonal operations. Lack of employment accounted 
for 3.7%, overhauls and repairs for 3.6%. 


The Great Lakes fleet canallers were employed 62.6% of the 
season and were idle for 37%. Repairs during the operational period 
accounted for 0.4% of the time. 


Upper Laker dry cargo ships were b ipioved 91. 6% of the 
season, were idle due to lack of cargoes for 7.1% and repairs during 
the operational season for 1.3%. 


Winter lay-up of the Great Lakes vessels amounted to 34.3% 
of the year. Canaller tankers were employed 80% of the season and 
the larger Great Lakes tankers for 100%. Canaller tankers were 
idle 20% of the period. 


During the season there was less loss of time awaiting discharge 


of grain cargoes. 
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Table IV (see Appendix ‘‘D’’) shows the participation of Can- 
adian-flag vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in the 
transportation of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade with 
or via the United States.

The tonnages shown are short tons and include dry and liquid 
cargoes. The increase in Canadian-flag participation in International 
trade was largely due to trade to and from American ports. 


Ocean Liner Services 

In 1962 ocean liner services operating out of Canadian ports 
and serving Canada’s export trade number 162 of which 8 were 
Canadian companies operating chartered foreign vessels. 


From Eastern Canadian ports of the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic provinces there were 102 services. In 
addition 47 of these also served the Great Lakes. 


These 102 services comprised 22 to the United Kingdom, 22 to 
North and South Continental Europe, 14 to the Mediterranean, 6 
to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 9 to the Far East, 5 to West, 
South and East Africa, 6 to the Caribbean, 6 to Central America 
(East and West coast), 10 to South America (East and West coast) 
and 2 to Australia and New Zealand. 


From Pacific coast ports 61 liner services operated as follows: 
to the United Kingdom and West Europe 11, to the Mediterranean 
4. to the Near East, India and Pakistan 4, to the Far East 14, to 
Africa 1, to the Caribbean 4, to Central America (East and West 
coast) 3, to South America (West and East coast) 8, to Australia and 
New Zealand 8, to the Pacific Islands 3 and around the world 1. 
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The member participating nations provided liner services as 
follows: the United Kingdom 26, the United States 22, Japan 15, 
Germany 14, Norway 11, Sweden 8, Canada 8 and all other nations 
58. 


Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Five hundred and thirty-seven ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1962, making 1,151 
westbound trips from ports overseas. Two hundred and forty-seven 
of these vessels were dry-cargo ships and three were tankers employed 
in regular ocean liner services; another two hundred and fifty-six 
dry-cargo vessels and thirty-one tankers operated in tramp services.

Coastal Trade of Canada—1962 (Calendar Year) 


According to preliminary estimates the volume of freight carried 
in Canada’s coastal trade, including the Great Lakes, amounted in 
1962 to 43,375,648 tons which represented a decrease of 2,767,911 
tons from the final figure for 1961. 
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The tonnage difference between the final figures for 1961 and 
the preliminary figures for 1962 is made up of the decreases or in- 
creases in the following important commodities:

Fuel oil and gasoline which form one of the largest tonnages for 
a commodity showed practically no change from 1961 and is included 
in the ‘‘All Other Cargoes’’ figure. 

Ninety-seven British ships of non-Canadian registry together 
with three foreign-flag vessels which operated under temporary per- 
mits of waiver of the coasting laws, were employed in Canada’s 
coasting trade in 1962. 

The total of cargo carried by non-Canadian-flag vessels amounted 
to 5,899,900 tons and this represented 13.6% of the total coastal 
trade in 1962. This was a decrease of 1,375,100 tons and 2.4% of 
the total tonnage as compared with 1961. 

Of the non-Canadian-flag vessels employed in the coasting trade 
in 1962, thirty-seven were engaged in bulk-cargo trading, twenty- 
five in coastal liner services, seven in intercoastal tradings, twenty 
in miscellaneous trading and eleven in tanker operations.

As in other years, much of the bulk trading was carried on in 
these non-Canadian-flag vessels. In 1962 they were responsible for 
transporting all the lumber from British Columbia to Eastern Can- 
ada; 94% of the limestone from Colborne to Clarkson; 90% of the 
ilmenite from Havre St. Pierre to Sorel; almost 87% of the gypsum 
from Little Narrows to Montreal; more than half the iron ore from 
Wabana to Sydney; 65% of all the coal shipped from Sydney and 
44% of all the iron ore from Seven Islands. They also shared in the 
shipments of gypsum from Halifax to Montreal, fluorspar from St. 
Lawrence to Port Alfred as well as the north and southbound Arctic 
cargoes. 

Of the 1,268,331 tons of petroleum products carried in non- 
Canadian-flag ships, 1,238,464 tons were carried in eight Canadian- 
owned tankers.

Shipping Records 


The Commission maintains detailed records of individual self- 
propelled vessels of 100 gross tons and over on the Canadian register. 


Information on coastwise and ocean shipping services has been 
collected as in former years. 


Applications for subsidy assistance under the Ship Construction 
Assistance Regulations are entered in the register maintained for 
that purpose, and relative statistical information on the applications 
approved, the payments made and the types and size of the vessels 
constructed under these regulations is kept for the purpose of analyz- 
ing the programme’s development. 

Developments and trends in the maritime industry and changes 
in government policies and practices of other nations are noted and 


filed. 


II. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 
Shipbuilding | 
During 1962, the major shipyards delivered seventy vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Appendix ‘‘E’’. Fifty-eight of these 
ships were built for commercial owners, one for the Royal Canadian 
Navy, two for a Provincial Government and nine for various depart- 
ments of the Federal Government. The commercial vessels consisted 
mainly of tugs and barges, but included two large bulk freighters, 
the Montrealais and the Hamiltonian; three medium-size bulk freight- 
ers, Mondoc, Lawrendoc and Sir John Crosbie; the pulpwood carrier, 
Menter Consol; and two oil tankers, W. Harold Rea and Hudson 
Transport. The only naval vessel delivered, H.M.C.S. Mackenzie, 
constitutes the first of an entirely new class of destroyer escort. 
The ships built for departments of government, other than National 
Defence, comprised two passenger and cargo vessels, a fisheries 
research vessel, a supply and buoy vessel, a patrol vessel, a floating 
crane, two suction dredges and a tug. 


The gross tonnage of all vessels built in the major shipyards 
during 1962 amounted to 119,640 gross tons. The dollar value of 
ships delivered was approximately $86,769,000. Compared with 1961 
there was an increase of 30 per cent in the gross tonnage and of 97 
per cent in the dollar value of ships delivered. 


Ship-Repairing 

In the ship-repairing branch of the industry, the shipyards 
repaired, refitted or drydocked 2,240 merchant ships and 98 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1962 amounted 
to $28,312,300 divided among the four shipbuilding areas as shown 
below. Compared with 1961 this constitutes a decrease of $2,209,100.

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Employment 


The average monthly employment in the Association ship- 
yards was 12,500, an increase of approximately 22 per cent compared 
with 1961. As may be seen from the table given below, the level of 
employment rose appreciably in each of the principal shipbuilding 
areas. The general level of employment was higher at the end of 
1962 than it was at the beginning and this upward trend continued 
into the first few months of 1963. 


The following table gives the average monthly employment 


figures in the principal shipbuilding areas during the ten-year period

Employment in the smaller shipyards has also risen substan- 
tially owing to the growing number of commercial vessels of all 
types being built under the Ship Construction Assistance Regula- 
tions. A recent survey undertaken by the Commission indicates that 
employment in these yards increased by 54 per cent between Decem- 
ber 31, 1961 and December 31, 1962. 


Outlook 


The ship construction assistance provided by the Government 
has given a powerful impetus to shipbuilding and, by stressing the 
Canadian supply of machinery and components, it has broadened 
the whole basis of the industries allied with shipbuilding. Its effects 
have been particularly marked throughout those areas where ship 
construction constitutes the major industry. As of March 31, 1963 
in the major shipyards alone there were approximately twice as 
many commercial ships on order as there were at the same date 
last year.

Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 


Table VIII (see Appendix ‘‘H’’) shows the total number and 
value of capital cost determinations issued by the Canadian Mari- 
time Commission for each fiscal year since 1952 under Section 3 of 
the Act, granting accelerated depreciation for construction of new 
vessels, also conversions and major alterations to existing vessels. 
A total of 108 cases with a value of $36,480,490 were processed during 
the fiscal year 1962. 


Ship Construction Assistance—Shipbuilding Subsidy 


During the fiscal year, 156 applications were approved for a 
total of $96,960,734 in construction costs, involving 88 different 
shipowners and 37 shipyards. Shipbuilding subsidy payments 
totalling $22,500,000 were made during the year. At March 31st, 
1963, 44 applications were being processed and 86 applications were 
undergoing examination prior to processing. 
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III. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 


The Canadian Maritime Commission administers steamship sub- 
ventions voted by Parliament in accordance with the terms of the 
Canadian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 1962-63 
subventions were paid for coastal and inland services only, 32 serv- 
ices were subsidized during this period, three on the West Coast, 
two on the Great Lakes and 27 on the East Coast. One new service 
was added and one deleted. One service was suspended for the year. 

The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising ten different routes on the 
Newfoundland and Labrador coasts. : 

Long term contracts were negotiated with the operators of the 
Wood Islands and Caribou, N.S. ferry service (Prince Edward Island 
and Nova Scotia) and the Riviere-du-Loup and St. Simeon, Que. 
service whereby newly constructed vessels are to be placed in the 
services when completed. 

The International bridge between Campobello Island, N.B. and 
Lubec, Maine was completed during the year resulting in the cessa- 
tion of the ferry service between these points. 

Nine applications for subsidy assistance were received and a 
complete survey and review of each of the proposed services were 
carried out resulting in the refusal of seven applications while two 
are still under consideration. 

To meet increased costs of operations, increases in subsidy were 
approved for two services and amount of subsidy was reduced on 
five services. The period of five years over which a capital subsidy 
was to be paid for one service was reduced to four years resulting 
in an increase in subsidy for 1962-63. 

The staff of the Canadian Maritime Commission reviewed and 
inspected all services and carried out surveys where this was necessary 
to check the continuing essentiality in existing services.

Degaussing of Merchant Ships 

The Commission continued to co-ordinate the installation and 
maintenance of degaussing equipment on Canadian ships. During 
the past fiscal year eleven Government vessels were provided with 
equipment or maintained at a cost of $41,552.28. Eight privately- 
owned vessels were equipped or maintained at a cost of $40,637.51. 

As of April 1st, 1963 the Vote for Degaussing will be included in 
the estimates of and will be administered by the Canadian Maritime 
Commission. 


Park Steamship Company Limited 

This Company ceased operations with the sale of the fleet in 
1946-47 and the activities at present are confined to settlement of 
occasional claims for compensation to seamen for injuries previously 
sustained. Under the terms of policies previously carried by the 
Company such claims are recoverable. 


‘There were no such claims received in 1962. 


The Company does not employ any salaried officers or staff; its 
functions continue to be carried out by the staff of the Canadian 
Maritime Commission. 


Military Cargo Movements 

In liaison with the Tri-Service Movements Committee of the 
Department of National Defence, the Commission negotiates special 
rates for the movement of military personnel and military and NATO 
shipments overseas and co-ordinates the arrangements with ocean 
shipping lines and recipient NATO countries. 

In 1962-63 tonnage carried amounted to approximately 13,500 
tons and freight payments approximated $536,000. 


Included in these totals were 3,208 tons with freight charges 
amounting to about $120,000 for NATO shipments, the freight 
charges for which were paid by the recipient countries. 
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In 1962 there was a decrease of 46% in the total tonnage of 
military and NATO cargo shipments. | 

The movement of military personnel by water showed a further 
decline in 1962. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 

The Commission advises the Department of National Revenue 
concerning applications for the waiving of the coasting laws to permit 
temporary operation of foreign-flag or foreign-built ships in the 
Canadian coastal trade. Before recommending that the applicant be 
granted a waiver permit, the Commission makes every endeavour to 
ensure that no qualified Canadian-flag vessel suitable for the required 
service is available. 


The Commission 

Regular meetings of the Commission, plus supplementary meet- 
ings as required, were held. 

Recommendations for the allocation of government shipbuilding 
to Canadian shipyards were made to the Government. 

The Committee on the importation of foreign vessels held 15 
meetings and recommended to the Minister of Transport regarding 
applications for Canadian registry. A total of 25 vessels was admitted 
and 12 vessels were refused. 

The staff of the Commission, on March 31, 1963 numbered 26 
and the annual payroll amounted to $162,837.29.

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THE SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


J. Shipping 

This Report covers the period April 1, 1963, to March 31, 1964. 

Canada’s Merchant Fleet of vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over, 
including passenger, dry-cargo, ferry and tanker vessels of the ocean, 
coastal and Great Lakes fleets, suffered a net decline of seven ships 
in the twelve months ending March 31, 1964. 

The addition of a number of large bulk carriers to the Great 
Lakes fleet offset the sale of a considerable number of canaller-type 
vessels, resulting in a net increase in overall gross tonnage of 68,333 
tons. 

Table I (See Appendix ‘A’) lists passenger, dry-cargo, ferry and 
tank ships in the ocean-going, coastal and Great Lakes fleets for the 
years ending March 31, 1963 and 1964. 

One ocean-going dry-cargo ship remains on Canadian register. 

Canadian-owned dry-cargo ocean-going vessels on the U.K. 
registry, and subject to the transfer arrangement, declined by one 
through the sale to foreign buyers of the M/V Montrose in damaged 
condition. 

The ocean-going tanker Emerilon was transferred to Common- 
wealth-flag during the year under review. 

Coastal passenger, ferry and dry-cargo vessels showed a net 
increase of five ships and 11,246 gross tons. Additions included the 
passenger-cargo motor ship Northland Prince, the new passenger-auto 
ferries Trans-St-Laurent, Queen of Esquimalt and Queen of the Islands, 
the dry-cargo package freighter M/V Fort St. Louis, all new 
Canadian-built ships, together with transfer from the U.K. registry 
of the S/S C. A. Crosbie and M/Vs Maridan C., Glencoe and Inland. 

Sales for transfer to foreign registry during the twelve months 
ending March 31, 1964, included the ferries S/S Princess Helene and 
Princess Elaine and the dry-cargo ships North Coaster and Gulfport. 

Changes in the coastal tanker fleet included the addition of the 
Irving Ours Polatre, a newbuilding of 4,944 gross tons, and transfer 
to Canadian registry of the Rzver Transport of 3,041 gross tons; the 
Irvinglake, of 2,338 gross tons, was converted to a non-self-propelled 
oil barge. 

Of the Great Lakes fleet, there was a net increase of Upper 
Lakers of six ships totalling 107,074 gross tons. 

Additions included the following bulk carriers: Black Bay, 
Quebecois, Bate St-Paul, Frankcliffe Hall, Newbrunswicker, Murray 
Bay and Sir Denys Lowson, together with dry-cargo ships Hamuldoc, 
Kingdoc and Yankcanuck, all newbuildings in Canadian shipyards, 
and transfer to Canadian registry of the Blanche Hindman. 
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Of the Upper Lakers removed from the Great Lakes fleet, the 
Algorail and James B. Eads were sold for scrapping, the Gleneagles 
was transferred to Bermuda registry and the Mantadoc was sold for 
conversion to a non-self-propelled grain storage barge. 


The canaller-type vessels of the Great Lakes fleet, which are 
finding great difficulty in economic operation in competition with the 
modern large bulk carriers and which are nearly obsolescent due to 
their age, are disappearing from the list. The Keybar, Keyport and 
Weyburn were sold foreign and fourteen others were sold for scrapping, 
namely, Ferndale, Keystate, Keyvive, Lavaldoc, N ewbrundoc, Prescodoc, 
Coteaudoc, Redcloud, Elgin, Hastings, Shirley G. Taylor, Starbelle, 
Wheaton and Willowdale. 


Of Great Lake tankers, the Liquilassie was transferred to Cana- 
dian registry, and the canaller-type tankers Island TLransport and 
Wave Transport were sold to foreign buyers and the Transriver sold 
for break-up. 


The Canadian-owned vessel on the U.K. flag, subject to possible 
transfer to Canadian registry in event of emergency by inter- 
governmental arrangement, the M/V Avery C. Adams, was sold 
foreign and transferred to Liberian registry. 


Of the 17 Canadian-owned vessels on the U.K. flag subject to 
the transfer arrangement, in the year ending March 31, 1964, 11 were 
laid up at various times for a total of 2,249 days. 


Apart from vessels on U.K. registry under transfer arrangement 
or subject to possible transfer to Canadian registry, there are 45 
known Canadian-owned vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over, of which 
13 are on the U.K. registry, 20 are registered in Commonwealth 
countries and 12 in foreign countries. 


Tables II and III (See Appendices ‘B’ and ‘C’) list the respective 
types of commercial vessels of 100 gross tons and upwards in tonnage 
and age groups. 


The number and aggregate gross tonnage of these vessels are 
1,134 ships of 1,686,274 gross tons.

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Vessel Employment 

The remaining deep-sea dry-cargo vessel was employed for 44.1% 
of the year in northern supply. It was idle for lack of employment for 
25.2% and was laid up during the winter for 30.7% of the year. A 
package freighter built as a Northern supply vessel, certified for ocean 
trading, was employed for 21.6% of the year in Northern supply and 
for 74.8% of the year in ocean trading. Repairs accounted for the 
remaining 3.6%. 

The two ocean-going tankers were employed in both coasting 
and ocean trading for 68% of the year. Repairs and reconstruction 
accounted for 22% and lay-up for the 10% balance. 


Dry-cargo vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over of the East Coast 
and Great Lakes fleets were for the most part operated seasonally. 


East Coast dry-cargo vessels were operated for 83.0% of the 
season, and were laid up during that period for repairs 6.8%, obsoles- 
cence 2.5%, labour strikes 0.3%, lack of employment 4.2% and other 
causes 3.2%. Winter lay-up occupied 14.6% of the year of the vessels 
in this trade. 


Coastal tankers were operated for 85.3% of the season and laid 
up during the navigation season for repairs 7.6%, strike 0.7%, and 
lack of employment 6.4% of this period. Winter lay-up occurred 
during 14.3% of the year. 


The bulk carriers and Upper Lake dry-cargo vessels of the Great 
Lakes fleet were seasonally operated for 89.5% of the navigation 
_ season. They were laid up during that period for lack of cargo 5.5% 
of the time, for repairs 0.5%, due to obsolescence 1%, on account of 
labour strikes 2.2% and for other causes 1.3%. Winter lay-up 
occurred during 33.7% of the year. 


The canaller-type dry-cargo vessels of the Great Lakes fleet 
were operated during 58.2% of the season of navigation and also in 
that period were laid up for lack of employment 15.4%, repairs 0.2%, 
obsolescence 25.2%, for strikes 1%. Winter lay-up occupied 32.5% of 
the year. 


Upper Lake tankers were employed during 99.7% of the season 
of navigation and were laid up for repairs during 0.3% of that period. 
Winter lay-up covered 31.1% of the year. 


Canaller-type tankers of the Great Lakes fleet were operated 
during 89.8% of the season and were laid up in that period for lack 
of cargoes 8.3%, 0.5% for repairs, 1.4% for other causes, and 
winter lay-up accounted for 31.4% of the year. 

The West Coast fleet of vessels over 1,000 gross tons, including 
seasonally operated cruise ships and ferry vessels, were operated for 
80.7% of the year. They were laid up during the operating season or 
year for lack of cargoes for 15.3% and for repairs for 4.0% of that 
time. 
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West Coast tankers were operated for 83.6% of the year and 
laid up for lack of cargoes for 11.4% and for repairs for 5.0% of the 
year. 

Table IV (See Appendix ‘D’) shows the participation of 
Canadian-flag vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in 
the transportation of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade 
with or via the United States.

The above tonnages shown are short tons of 2,000 Ibs. and include 
dry and liquid cargoes. Canadian-flag ships’ participation was 
almost wholly concerned in trade to and from United States ports. 


Ocean Liner Services 


In 1963, ocean liner services operating out of Canadian ports 
and serving Canada’s export trade numbered 172, of which 8 were 
Canadian companies operating chartered foreign vessels. 

From Eastern Canadian ports of the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic provinces, there were 107 services. In 
addition, 57 of these also served the Great Lakes. 

These 107 services comprised 23 to the United Kingdom, 24 to 
North and South Continental Europe, 11 to the Mediterranean, 7 
to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 8 to the Far East, 6 to West, 
South and East Africa, 8 to the Caribbean, 4 to Central America 
(East and West coasts), 13 to South America (East and West coasts), 
2 to Australia and New Zealand, and 1 to the Pacific Islands. 

From Pacific Coast ports, 65 liner services operated as follows: 
to the United Kingdom and West Europe, 11; to the Mediterranean, 
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4; to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 5; to the Far East, 16; to 
Africa, 1; to the Caribbean, 4; to Central America (East and West 
coasts), 6; to South America (West and East coasts), 8; to Australia 
and New Zealand, 6; to the Pacific Islands, 3; and around the world, 1. 


The member participating nations provided liner services as

Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Four hundred and fifty-six ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1963, making 1,032 
westbound trips from ports overseas. Two hundred and forty-six 
of these were dry-cargo ships and seven were tankers employed 
in regular ocean liner services; another one hundred and eighty-one 
dry-cargo vessels and twenty-two tankers operated in tramp 
services.

According to preliminary estimates, the volume of freight 
carried in Canada’s coastal trade—including the Great Lakes— 
amounted in 1963 to 46,254,356 tons, which represented an increase 
of 2,484,936 tons from the final figure for 1962. 

The tonnage difference between the final figures for 1962 and 
the preliminary figures for 1963 is made up of the increases or de- 
creases in the following important commodities:

Seventy-four Commonwealth ships of non-Canadian registry and 
four foreign-flag vessels operating under short-term waivers of coast- 
ing laws were engaged in Canada’s coasting trade during 1963. 

The total cargo carried by the non-Canadian-flag vessels 
amounted to 4,843,862 tons and this represented 10.5% of the total 
coastal trade in 1963. This was a decrease of 1,056,038 tons and SEs 
of the total tonnage, as compared with 1962. 

Of the non-Canadian flag vessels employed in the coasting trade 
in 1963, thirty were engaged in bulk cargo trading, eighteen in coastal 
liner services, five in intercoastal trading, sixteen in miscellaneous 
trading and nine in tanker operations.

As in other years, participation by these vessels dominated 
certain trades, carrying 92% of the iron ore from Wabana to Sydney, 
all the limestone from Colborne to Clarkson, all the cargoes east- 
bound and westbound between Eastern Canada and the Pacific 
Coast. They also moved 67% of the gypsum from Little Narrows to 
Montreal, 50% of the ilmenite ore from Havre St. Pierre to Sorel, 
about 33% of the iron ore from Seven Islands and 34% of the coal 
from Sydney. 

Non-Canadian-flag ships also lifted approximately 25% of the 
gypsum cargoes loaded at Halifax and nearly 40% of all the shipments 
to and from Arctic ports. 

Of the 906,820 tons of petroleum products carried in non- 
Canadian-flag ships, 859,086 tons were carried in seven Canadian- 
owned tankers.

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Il. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 


Shipbuilding 

During 1963, the major shipyards delivered eighty vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Table V, Appendix ‘E’. Sixty-two 
of these ships were built for commercial owners, six for the Royal 
Canadian Navy, three for a Provincial Government and nine for 
various departments of the Federal Government. The commercial 
vessels included thirteen steel trawlers, eight bulk freighters and four 
other cargo ships, two auto-passenger ferries, an oil tanker and a 
passenger and cargo vessel. The large naval tanker supply ship 
H.M.C.S. Provider was delivered, and three additional destroyer 
escorts were completed during the year, H.M.C.S. Qu’Apbelle, 
H.M.C.S. Yukon and H.M.C.S. Saskatchewan. The ships built for 
departments of government other than National Defence comprised 
five search and rescue vessels, a fisheries patrol vessel, an Arctic 
depot ship, a buoy vessel and a hydrographic survey ship. 

The gross tonnage of all vessels built in the major shipyards 
during 1963 amounted to 182,394 gross tons. The dollar value of 
ships delivered was approximately $183,796,300. Compared with 
1962, there was an increase of 52 per cent in the gross tonnage and of 
112 per cent in the dollar value of ships delivered. 


Ship-Repairing 

In the ship-repairing branch of the industry, the shipyards 
repaired, refitted or drydocked 2,206 merchant ships and 84 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1963 amounted 
to $35,566,300, divided among the four shipbuilding areas as shown 
below. Compared with 1962, this constitutes an increase of $7,254,000.

For the purpose of comparison, the value of ships delivered and 
of repairs and conversions carried out in Canadian shipyards from 
1959 to 1963 is given in Table VI, Appendix ‘F’. 
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Employment 

The average monthly employment in the Association shipyards 
was 12,812, an increase of approximately 2 per cent, compared with 
1962. As may be seen from the table given below, there was a slight 
falling-off in the level of employment in the Pacific Coast area, but 
this was more than offset by increases in each of the other ship- 
building areas.

Employment in the smaller yards was well maintained through- 
out the year, and a recent survey undertaken by the Commission 
indicates that there was a slight increase in the level of employment 
as between December 31, 1962, and December 31, 1963. 


Outlook 


The shipbuilding subsidies provided by the Government continue 
to be instrumental in stimulating a steady flow of work throughout 
the shipbuilding and allied industries. They have been particularly 
beneficial in those areas where ship construction constitutes the 
principal industry. The following table gives the estimated value of 
the vessels in each category in preparation or under construction in 
the four shipbuilding areas as of March 31, 1964:

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The sum of $189,112,000 represents orders for three naval vessels, 
four other government vessels and fifty-four merchant ships. Particu- 
lars of the government and merchant ships are given in Table VI, 
Appendix ‘G’. 


Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 

Table VIII (See Appendix ‘H’) shows the total number and value 
of capital cost determinations issued by the Canadian Maritime 
Commission for each fiscal year since 1954 under Section 3 of the 
Act, granting accelerated depreciation for construction of new vessels, 
also conversions and major alterations to existing vessels. A total of 
161 cases, with a value of $51,252,633, were processed during the 
fiscal year 1963. 


Ship Construction Assistance—Shipbuilding Subsidy 

During the fiscal year, 172 applications were approved for a 
total of $139,791,807 in construction costs, involving 117 different 
shipowners and 47 shipyards. Shipbuilding subsidy payments totalling 
$40,000,000 were made during the year. At March 31, 1964, 24 
applications were being processed and 55 applications were under- 
going examination prior to processing. 


III. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 


The Canadian Maritime Commission administers steamship sub- 
ventions voted by Parliament in accordance with the terms of the 
Canadian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 1963-64, 
subventions were paid for coastal and inland services only; 33 
services were subsidized during this period, three on the West Coast, 
two on the Great Lakes and 28 on the East Coast. Two new services 
were added and two deleted. One of the services deleted has been 
combined with an existing service. 


The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising ten different routes on the 
Newfoundland and Labrador coasts. 


Six applications for subsidy assistance were received and a 
complete survey and review of each of the proposed services was 
carried out, resulting in the refusal of four applications, and two were 
recommended. 


To meet the increased cost of operations, increases in subsidy 
were approved for four services. 


The staff of the Canadian Maritime Commission reviewed and 
inspected all services and carried out surveys where this was neces- 
sary, to check the continuing essentiality in existing services.

Included in the payments listed above (Quebec Province) was 
payment of a capital subsidy in respect of one service. In 1963, the 
number of yearly instalments was reduced from four to three, and 
additional subsidy was paid in the last year (1963). 


Degaussing of Merchant Ships 

During the fiscal year 1963-64, the Vote providing for the 
Degaussing of Vessels was included in the estimates of and admin- 
istered by the Canadian Maritime Commission. 

In this period, 7 Government vessels were equipped or main- 
tained for an expenditure of $80,307.74, while 9 privately-owned 
vessels were equipped or maintained for an expenditure of $51,487.01. 


Park Steamship Company Limited 

In view of the fact that all operations of this Company ceased in 
1946-47 with the sale of the fleet and that there is now very little 
possibility of further activity, arrangements are in progress for 
surrendering its Charter. 


Military Cargo Movements 

In liaison with the Tri-Service Movements Committee of the 
Department of National Defence, the Commission negotiates special 
rates for the movement of Military Personnel and Military and NATO 
shipments overseas and co-ordinates the arrangements with ocean 
shipping lines and with recipient NATO countries. 

During 1963, tonnage carried amounted to approximately 
19,300 tons and freight payments approximated $505,400. 

Included in the totals were 1,912 tons, with freight charges 
amounting to about $63,500 for NATO shipments, the freight charges 
for which were paid by the recipient countries. 

The movement of military personnel and dependents to and 
from Europe in 1963, by water, totalled 1,022, which represents a 
small percentage of the total moved by air. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 

In the period from April 1, 1963, to March 31, 1964, thirteen 
applications were made for waiver of the coasting laws for single 
voyages or more, or for a specified period of time. Nine were approved 
and four rejected; one of the approved applications was not used. 
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The Commission 


The staff of the Commission, on March 31, 1964, numbered 26, 
and the annual payroll amounted to $166,210.28.

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THE EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
I. Shipping 


This Report covers the period April 1, 1964, to March 31, 1965, 
except where otherwise indicated. 


Canada’s Merchant Fleet of vessels of 1,000 gross tons and over, 
including passenger, dry-cargo, ferry and tanker vessels of the ocean- 
going, coastal and Great Lakes fleets suffered a net decline of seven 
vessels in the twelve months ending March 31, 1965. 

However, the continuing trend of replacement of older canaller- 
type vessels by new and larger bulk carriers in the Great Lakes fleet 
and the addition of new coastal vessels account for the relatively 
unchanged gross and deadweight tonnages. 

Table I (See Appendix ‘A’) lists passenger, dry-cargo, ferry and 
tanker vessels in the ocean-going, coastal and Great Lakes fleets for 
the years ended March 31, 1964, and March 31, 1965. 


One combined bulk cargo and oil carrier, the M. J. Boylen, was 
added to the ocean-going fleet. One ocean-going tanker remains on 
Canadian register. 

The coastal dry-cargo fleet showed a net increase of four vessels, 
but a decrease in the gross tonnage total which was caused by the sale 
of the ferries Canadian Prince and Princess Louise on the West Coast, 
for use as floating restaurants, and on the East Coast by the sale of 
the three DOSCO vessels Arthur Cross, Louisburg and Wabana to 
Liberian interests, for further employment. The Eskimo was converted 
from a coastal and ocean-going vessel to a package freighter and 
transferred to the Great Lakes fleet. The Novaport and Yorkwood 
were sold for transfer to Liberian and Panamanian registries 
respectively. 

Additions to the coastwise dry-cargo fleet included five new 
coastal freighters: Blue Cloud, Blue Peter II, Cacouna, Chesley A. 
Crosbie and Sillery. The Charny, a Canadian-built vessel, was acquired 
by Canadian owners and transferred to Canadian registry during the 
year. Other additions include the Prince Ungava, a canaller bulk 
freighter, transferred from the Great Lakes fleet, and Madelon II 
(formerly Riviere du Loup) a ferry converted for passenger cruise 
service. Four new ferries were added to the coastal fleet: Prince Nova 
on the East Coast, the train ferry Greg Yorke and two passenger- 
automobile ferries, Queen of Nanaimo and Queen of New Westminster, 
on the Pacific Coast. - 

The coastal tanker fleet remained unchanged at fourteen. The 
addition of two new tankers, Jos. Simard and Aime Gaudreau, was 
offset by the sale of Pacific Wind for foreign registry and Seekonk for 
dismantling. 
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On the Great Lakes, the Norgoma, a passenger vessel, was con- 
verted from steam to diesel propulsion, with a resulting increase in 
gross tonnage of 42 tons. 


The Great Lakes dry-cargo fleet showed a decrease of ten 
vessels, but an increase in gross tonnage. The addition of several 
large bulk carriers offset the deletion of a number of canallers and 
accounted for the increase in tonnage. 


Ten canaller-type bulk or package freighters were removed from 
the Great Lakes fleet. Buckport, Fernie, Redriver, Redwood, Selkirk, 
Teakbay, William C. Warren and Winnipeg were sold for scrapping. 
Prince Ungava (formerly Franquelin) was transferred to the coastal 
fleet and Quebec Trader was sold for transfer to Venezuelan registry. 
Three Upper Lakes bulk freighters were also removed from the 
registry: Abby (formerly Prindoc) was sold to German interests, and 
Algoway and Fort Willdoc were sold for scrapping. The Great Lakes 
bulk freighter Leecliffe Hall was sunk by collision in the St. Lawrence 
River in the fall of 1964. 


Additions to the Great Lakes fleet include three new self- 
unloading bulk carriers: Cape Breton Miner (classed for world-wide 
trading), Saguenay and Tarantau. Two older bulk carriers, E. B. 
Barber and Hochelaga, were converted during the year to self- 
unloading freighters. As mentioned previously, the Eskimo, a former 
coastal and ocean-going vessel, was transferred to the Great Lakes 
fleet after conversion to a package freighter. 


The Great Lakes tanker fleet was further reduced by the sale of 
two canaller-tankers, Bay Transport to Italian interests and Pzne- 
branch for scrapping. 


With the exception of two vessels, Canadian-owned dry-cargo 
ocean-going vessels on the United Kingdom registry, under transfer 
arrangements, were sold to interests outside Canada. During the 
twelve months covered by this report, twelve ships—Cedar Hull, 
Denmark Hill, Elm Hill, Fir Hill, Malden Hill, Maple Hill, Mulberry 
Hill, Pine Hill, Streatham Hill, Sudbury Hull, Sycamore Hill and 
Woldingham Hill—were sold to British interests, and three vessels— 
Beech Hill, Oak Hill and Radnor—were sold to Greek buyers. 


In addition to vessels on the United Kingdom registry, under 
transfer arrangements or subject to possible transfer to Canadian 
registry, there are 55 known Canadian-owned vessels of 1,000 gross 
tons and over, of which 20 are on U.K. registry, 25 are registered in 
Commonwealth countries and 10 in foreign countries. 

Tables II and III (See Appendices ‘B’ and ‘C’) list the respective 
types of commercial vessels of 100 gross tons and over, by tonnage 
and age groups. In these groups are 1,159 vessels with an aggregate 
gross tonnage of 1,708,153 tons.

Vessel Employment 

The wartime-built 10,000-tonner, one of two dry-cargo vessels in 
the ocean-going fleet, was employed for 27.9% of the year in northern 
supply. It was idle for lack of employment prior to this period and 
laid up during the winter. The other ocean-going dry-cargo vessel, a 
recent addition to the fleet, was continuously employed from the time 
of its delivery in the carriage of ore concentrates to Europe. 

The sole remaining ocean-going tanker was employed for 94% 
of the year, in both coasting and ocean trading, and was laid up for 
repairs 6% of the time. 

Passenger, dry-cargo and ferry vessels of 1,000 gross tons and 
over, on the East Coast, were in actual operation 88.4% of the 
navigation season and were laid up—for lack of cargo, 1.8%; for 
repairs, 6.3%; due to labour strikes, .7%; for other reasons, 2:87 of 
that period. Winter lay-up accounted for 19.5% of the year for 
vessels in this trade. 

Coastal tankers were operated for 89.7% of the season and laid up 
during the navigation season—for lack of cargo 4.3% and for repairs 
6% of the time. Winter lay-up occurred during 9.2% of the year. 

The bulk carriers, Upper Lakes dry-cargo and passenger vessels 
of the Great Lakes fleet were seasonally operated for 96.1% of the 
navigation season. They were laid up during that period—for repairs, 
9%; due to obsolescence, 1.9%; and for other causes, 1.1%. Winter 
lay-up amounted to 31.5% of the year. 

The canaller-type dry-cargo vessels of the Great Lakes fleet were 
operated during 76.6% of the season of navigation and, in that period, 
were laid up—for lack of employment, 3.9%; for repairs, 1.3%; due 
to obsolescence, 17.5%; for other causes, .7%. Winter lay-up 
accounted for 33.5% of the year. 

Upper Lakes tankers were employed during 94.7% of the season 
of navigation and were laid up for lack of cargo 4.6% and for repairs 
7% of that period. Winter lay-up covered 25.8% of the year. 

Canaller-type tankers of the Great Lakes fleet were operated 
during 90.6% of the season and were laid up in that period—for lack 
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of cargo, 6.8%; for repairs, 1.07%; due to obsolescence, 1.6%. Winter 
lay-up accounted for 30.4% of the year. 

The West Coast fleet of vessels of over 1,000 gross tons, including 
seasonally-operated cruise ships and ferry vessels, was operated for 
78.1% of the year. They were laid up during the operating season or 
year—for lack of cargo, 16.8%; for repairs, 4.2%; and, due to 
obsolescence, .9% of that time. Winter lay-up time amounted to 5.8% 
of the year. 

West Coast tankers were operated for 93.3% of the year and were 
‘dle—due to lack of cargo, .7%; for repairs, 5.6%; on account of labour 
strikes, .4% of the year. 

Table IV (See Appendix ‘D’) shows the participation of 
Canadian-flag vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in 
the transportation of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade 
with or via the United States.

The tonnages in the table above are in short tons of 2,000 lbs. and 
include dry and liquid cargoes. Canadian-flag ships’ participation 
was almost wholly concerned in trade to and from United States 
Great Lakes ports. 


Ocean Liner Services 


In 1964, ocean liner services operating out of Canadian ports and 
serving Canada’s export trade numbered 175, of which 8 were 
Canadian companies operating chartered foreign vessels. 

From Eastern Canadian ports of the River and CoOL "Ot 
Lawrence and the Atlantic provinces, there were 105 services. In 
addition, 63 also served the Great Lakes. 

These 105 services comprised 24 to the United Kingdom, 26 to 
North and South Continental Europe, 9 to the Mediterranean, 6 to 
the Near East, India and Pakistan, 9 to the Far East, 6 to West,

South and East Africa, 8 to the Caribbean, 2 to Central America 
(East and West Coasts), 10 to South America (East and West Coasts), 
4 to Australia and New Zealand, and 1 to the Pacific Islands. 

From Pacific Coast ports, 70. liner services operated as follows: 
to the United Kingdom, 7; to North and South Continental Europe, 
9; to the Mediterranean, 4; to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 4: 
to the Far East, 15: to Africa, lsato the Caribbean, 4; to Central 
America (East and West Coasts), 5; to South America (East and 
West Coasts), 7; to Australia and New Zealand, 7; to the Pacific 
Islands, 6; and around the world, 1. 

The participating nations provided liner services as follows: 
the United States 24, the United Kingdom 22, Japan 16, Norway 14, 
Canada 12, Sweden 9, Germany 7, the Netherlands 7, and all other 
nations 64. 

The merging of various Japanese steamship companies during 
1964 did not materially affect their services out of Canadian ports. 


Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Five hundred and forty-two ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1964, making 1,239 
westbound trips from ports overseas. Three hundred and five of these 
were dry-cargo ships and seven were tankers employed in regular 
ocean liner services; another one hundred and ninety-five dry-cargo 
vessels and thirty-five tankers operated in tramp services.

According to preliminary estimates, the volume of freight carried 
‘1 Canada’s coastal trade—including the Great Lakes—amounted in 
1964 to 51,221,285 tons, which represented an increase of 5,101,529 
tons from the final figure for 1963.

Fifty-two Commonwealth ships of non-Canadian registry and 
three foreign-flag vessels operating under short-term waivers of 
coasting laws were engaged in Canada’s coasting trade during 1964. 
The total cargo carried by the non-Canadian-flag vessels 
amounted to 4,027,544 tons and this represented 7.9% of the total 
coastal trade in 1964. This was a decrease of 816,318 tons and 2.6% 
of the total tonnage, as compared with 1963. 

Of the non-Canadian-flag vessels employed in the coasting trade 
in 1964, twenty-one were engaged in bulk cargo trading, twelve in 
coastal liner services, five in intercoastal trading, seven in miscel- 
laneous trading and ten in tanker operations.

As in other years, Commonwealth-flag vessels dominated certain 
trades. Non-Canadian-flag vessels carried 83% of the iron ore from 
Wabana to Sydney and 71% from Seven Islands to Sydney, Contre- 
coeur and Hamilton. Sixty-six per cent of the limestone shipments 
from Colborne to Clarkson was carried in vessels of Commonwealth 
registry, as was 43% of the gypsum shipped from Little Narrows to 
Montreal. 

However, there was a noticeable decrease in non-Canadian-flag 
participation in other bulk commodities. Ilmenite and fluorspar were 
transported in Canadian-flag vessels only; coal shipments via non- 
Canadian-flag vessels decreased to 6% and lumber to 18% of the totals 
loaded and unloaded during 1964. Commonwealth-flag vessels carried 
only 11% of the total general cargo shipped to and from Arctic ports. 

Of the 472,208 tons of petroleum products carried in non- 
Canadian-flag ships, 428,505 tons were carried in six Canadian-owned 
tankers.

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Non-ferrous ores totals, which were given in other years, have 
been included in ‘‘All Other Cargo’’, due to decrease in copper ore 
production during 1963. 


Shipping Records 

The Commission maintains detailed records of all self-propelled 
vessels of 100 gross tons and over on the Canadian register. 

Information is compiled on coastwise shipping services, freight 
market fixtures and indices, and on the movements and employment 
of Canadian-owned vessels. These records provide statistical data for 
various studies. 

Developments and trends in the maritime industry and changes 
in Government policies and practices of other nations are noted and 
filed. 

Applications for subsidy assistance under the Ship Construction 
Assistance Regulations have been recorded, and relevant statistical 
information is kept on approved applications, payments made, and 
types and sizes of vessels constructed under these regulations. 


Il. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 
Shipbuilding 

During 1964, the major shipyards delivered sixty-five vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Table V, Appendix ‘E’. F ifty-nine 
of these ships were built for commercial owners, two for the Royal 
Canadian Navy, two for a Provincial Government and two for depart- 
ments of the Federal Government. The commercial vessels included 
nine steel trawlers, five bulk freighters, five other cargo ships, two oil 
tankers, and a large floating dry dock with a lifting capcaity of 25,000 
tons. Two additional destroyer escorts were completed during the 
year, H.M.C.S. Nipigon and H.M.C.S. Annapolis. Ships built for 
departments of government other than National Defence consisted 
of a refrigerated cargo vessel for the Department of Fisheries and a 
small tug for the Department of Public Works. 

The gross tonnage of all vessels built in the major shipyards 
during 1964 amounted to 143,121 gross tons. The dollar value of ships 
delivered was approximately $129,575,000. Compared with 1963, 
there was a decrease of 21 per cent in the gross tonnage and of 2914 
per cent in the dollar value of ships delivered, but it should be remem- 
bered that deliveries during 1963 included an unusually large number 
of naval and other government vessels. If the comparison be confined 
to commercial vessels, the falling-off in the value of ships delivered 
was less than 13 per cent. 


Ship-Repairing 

In the ship-repairing branch of the industry, the shipyards 
repaired, refitted or drydocked 2,686 merchant ships and 67 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1964 amounted 
to $38,836,300, divided among the shipbuilding areas as shown below. 
Compared with 1963, this constitutes an increase of $3,270,000.

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Employment 


The average monthly employment in the major shipyards was 
11,911, a decrease of approximately 7 per cent, compared with 1963. 
For the third year in succession, shipyards in the Great Lakes area 
experienced a higher level of employment, but this was offset by the 
falling-off in other areas, especially the St. Lawrence. The general level 
of employment was, however, higher at the end of 1964 than it was 
at the beginning, and this upward trend has continued into the first 
few months of 1965.

Outlook 


The estimated value of government and merchant ships in pre- 
paration or under construction on March 31, 1965, was $238,527,200, 
a figure greatly in excess of what it was on the same date in 1964, 
despite the fact that it includes no naval vessels. This indicates that a 
substantial volume of ship-building is in hand, and it is gratifying to 
note that orders for commercial vessels have increased in value and 
now constitute a large proportion of the total. The following table 
gives the estimated value of the government and merchant vessels in 


preparation or under construction in the four shipbuilding areas as of 
March 31, 1965:

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Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 

Table VIII (See Appendix ‘H’) shows the total number and value 
of capital cost determinations issued by the Canadian Maritime 
Commission for each fiscal year since 1955 under Section 3 of the Act 
granting accelerated depreciation for construction of new vessels, 
also conversions and major alterations to existing vessels. A total of 
209 cases, with a value of $54,666,818, was processed during the 
fiscal year 1964-65. 

Section 4 of the Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 
provides that where monies resulting from the disposal of vessels are 
used for satisfactory replacements in Canadian yards, the Canadian 
Maritime Commission may issue certificates which involve freedom 
from recapture of depreciation. This provision has had the effect of 
encouraging owners to modernize their equipment by new construction 
and by the conversion of existing tonnage. Since the inception of the 
Act, to March 31, 1965, 306 such certificates have been issued for a 
total amount of $118,563,370.68 which has gone into new construc- 
tions or major conversions in Canadian yards. For the fiscal year 
1964-65, 17 certificates were issued for a value of $8,164,331.11. 


Ship Construction Assistance—Shipbuilding Subsidy 

During the fiscal year, 107 applications were approved for a total 
of $93,124,914 in construction costs, involving 73 different ship- 
owners and 38 shipyards. Shipbuilding subsidy payments totalling 
$32,000,000 were made during the year. At March 31, 1965, 58 appli- 
cations were being processed and 16 applications were undergoing 
examination prior to processing. 

In February 1965, the Government announced the establishment 
of an Interdepartmental Committee to review the policy of ship 
construction assistance. The announcement also stated that, pending 
completion of the report by the Committee and its consideration by 
the Government, no further applications would be accepted by the 
Canadian Maritime Commission with the exception of applications 
concerning fishing vessels. After April 1, 1965, assistance in the 
construction of wooden fishing vessels will be handled by the 
Department of Fisheries. 


Ill. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 

The Canadian Maritime Commission administers steamship 
subventions voted by Parliament in accordance with the terms of the 
Canadian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 1964-65, 
subventions were paid for coastal and inland services only; 34 services 
were subsidized during this period, three on the West Coast, two on 
the Great Lakes and 29 on the East Coast. Four new services were 
added and two deleted. One of the services deleted has been combined 
with an existing service. 

The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising ten different routes on the 
Newfoundland and Labrador coasts. 

Ten applications for subsidy assistance were received and a 
complete survey and review of each of the proposed services was 
carried out, resulting in the refusal of three applications, four recom- 
mended and three still under consideration. 

To meet increased costs of operations, increases in subsidy were 
approved for four services and amount of subsidy was reduced on 
two services. 

The staff of the Canadian Maritime Commission reviewed and 
inspected all services and carried out surveys where this was necessary, 
to check the continuing essentiality in existing services.

Degaussing of Merchant Ships 


During the fiscal year 1964-65, the Vote providing for the 
Degaussing of Vessels was included in the estimates of and adminis- 
tered by the Canadian Maritime Commission, as follows: 

Four Government vessels were equipped or maintained for an 
expenditure of $22,859.48, while eight privately-owned vessels were 
equipped or maintained for an expenditure of $118,137.73. 


Military Cargo Movements 


In liaison with the Tri-Service Movements Committee of the 
Department of National Defence, the Commission negotiates special 
rates for the movement of Military and NATO shipments overseas 
and co-ordinates the arrangements with ocean shipping lines and with 
recipient NATO countries. 

During 1964, tonnage carried amounted to approximately 4,535 
tons and freight payments approximated $175,000. 

Included in the totals were 102 tons, with freight charges amount- 
ing to about $3,400 for NATO shipments, the freight charges for 
which were paid by recipient countries. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 


The Commission continues to advise the Department of National 
Revenue concerning applications for the waiving of coastal laws, to 
permit the temporary operation of foreign-flag ships in the coastal 
trade. 

During the period from April 1, 1964, to March 31, 1965, eighteen 
applications were made for waiver of the coasting laws for a single 
voyage or more, or for a specified period of time. The Commission 
recommended the approval of twelve and the rejection of four appli- 
cations. Two other applications were considered but were not 
proceeded with for diverse reasons. 

Before suggesting that approval be given, every effort is made 
by the Commission to ascertain that no eligible Canadian-flag vessel 
suitable for the service required is available. 
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The Commission 

Effective February 21, 1965, the Government appointed Mr. 
Howard J. Darling as Chairman of the Canadian Maritime Commis- 
sion, succeeding Mr. Alexander Watson who had held that post since 
August 1, 1959. 

Mr. Darling took the Commission seat of Mr. George A. Scott 
whose five-year term expired in February of this year. 

Mr. J. C. Rutledge was reappointed Member of the Commission. 

On March 31, 1965, the staff of the Commission numbered 28, 
and the annual payroll amounted to $182,262.

THE NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


I. Shipping 


This Report covers the period April 1, 1965 to March 31, 1966, 
except where otherwise indicated. 


During the past year Canada’s Merchant Fleet of ships, of 1,000 
gross tons and over, increased by twenty-seven vessels. For the 
purpose of comparison, Table I (Appendix “A’’) gives the number 
and tonnage of ships included in the ocean-going, coastal and Great 
Lakes fleets as of March 31, 1965 and March 31;,1966:; 


The ocean-going fleet remained unchanged at three vessels, a 
dry-cargo ship, a combination bulk carrier and oil tanker, and one 
tanker. It should be noted, however, that a number of Great Lakes 
vessels were engaged in deep-sea trading during the winter. 


The coastwise trading fleet showed a slight increase with the 
addition of two passenger-automobile ferries for the Atlantic Region, 
the newbuilding Grand Manan and the Patrick Morris (formerly 
New Grand Haven of U.S. registry); and four new passenger-auto- 
mobile ferries for the Pacific Coast, Queen of Burnaby, Powell River 
Queen, Mayne Queen and Bowen Queen. The Pacific fleet was also 
increased by three dry-cargo ships, Frank Broderick, an Arctic supply 
ship, Frank H. Brown, a combination tanker-container ship and the 
coastal freighter, Island Prince (the former Norwegian-registered 
Hoegh Ariane). The package freighter Cabot was added to the East 
Coast service, while the coastal freighter Rexton Kent was sold for 
scrapping. With the exception of the tanker, Impertal Sarnia, which 
was transferred from the East Coast to the Great Lakes service, the 
coastal tanker fleet remained unchanged. 


The Great Lakes fleet showed the greatest change, increasing in 
numbers from one hundred and forty-seven to one hundred and 
seventy. Two passenger ships, Assiniboia and Keewatin, were retired 
from passenger-cargo service and used in the carriage of dry cargo 
only, leaving two ships Norgoma and Norisle, in use as passenger 
vessels on the Lakes. Six new bulk freighters were added to the fleet 
during the year, namely, Beavercliffe Hall, Don de Dieu, Lawrencecliffe 
Hall, Ontario Power, Rimouski and Roy A. Jodrey. Three package 
freighters, Fort William, Labradoc and Prindoc were additional new- 
buildings for the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence service. 


Legislation restricting trade in the Lower St. Lawrence River and 
Canadian Great Lakes ports to vessels of Canadian registry came into 
effect on January 1, 1966. In anticipation of this, a considerable 
number of old U.S.-built lakers, operating in this area were transferred 
to Canadian registry. Ranging in size from 3,598 to 10,418 gross tons, 
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they consisted of the following vessels: Elmdale, G.G. Post, George 
Hindman, George M. Carl, Goderich, Grovedale, Helen Evans, Hillsdale, 
Howard Hindman, Leadale, Manitoba, Merton E. Farr, Outarde, 
Parkdale, Parker Evans, Pinedale, Pointe Noire, Ridgetown, Ruth 
Hindman, Shelter Bay, Sprucedale, Thorold, Westdale and Wiarton. 


During the earlier part of the year, Baygeorge, a canaller, under- 
went material alterations which increased its gross tonnage by 
approximately one thousand tons. Eight canallers, A.A. Hudson, 
Brown Beaver, Coalfax, Grey Beaver, Keyshey, Soreldoc, Troisdoc and 
Wallaceburg were sold for scrapping as were two lakers, Algosoo and 
Vandoc. The Laketon, a laker, is now being utilized for grain storage 
and Federal Husky, a laker, in use as a barge, was sold to foreign 
buyers. 


The Great Lakes tanker fleet was reduced by two vessels. The 
canaller-tankers, Imperial Simcoe and Imperial Welland, were sold for 
scrapping. Another canaller-tanker, Lake Transport, is now being 
used as a fuel barge. The Imperial Sarnia, a coastal tanker, was trans- 
ferred to the Great Lakes service, bringing the fleet to 32 tankers, 
mainly canaller-type ships. 


In addition to vessels on the United Kingdom registry under 
transfer arrangements, or subject to possible transfer to Canadian 
registry, there are 39 known Canadian-owned ships of 1,000 gross 
tons and over, of which 13 are on United Kingdom registry, 12 are 
registered in Commonwealth countries and 14 in foreign countries. 


Tables II and III (Appendices ‘‘B” and ‘‘C’’) list the Canadian- 
registered commercial self-propelled vessels of 100 gross tons and 
over, by tonnage and age groups. As may be seen below, a large 
number of old vessels are still in operation:

Vessel Employment 


The wartime-built 10,000-tonner, one of two dry-cargo vessels 
in the ocean-going fleet, was employed for 30% of the year in northern 
supply. It was idle for lack of employment and winter lay-up during 
the balance of the year. The other dry-cargo vessel on the ocean- 
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going trade was continuously employed, throughout the year, except 
for seven days off for minor repairs, in the carriage of ore concen- 
trates to Europe. The sole remaining ocean-going tanker was em- 
ployed for 76.5% of the year. Repairs accounted for the remaining 


23.5%. 


Fast Coast passenger, dry-cargo and ferry vessels of 1,000 gross 
tons and over were in actual operation 95% of the navigation season. 
These vessels were non-operative for the 5% balance of the season as 
follows: lack of cargo 0.9%, repairs 3.6% and other reasons 0.5%. 
Winter lay-up accounted for 16.3% of the year for vessels in this trade. 


East Coast tankers were in operation for 95.5% of the navigation 
season. These vessels were non-operative for the 4.5% balance of the 
season as follows: lack of work 1.3%, repairs 2.8% and other reasons 
0.4%. Winter lay-up accounted for 2.9% of the entire year. 


Bulk carriers, Upper Lakes dry-cargo and passenger vessels of 
the Great Lakes fleet were operated for 98.3% of the navigation 
season. During the balance of the season these vessels were non- 
operative for the following reasons: lack of cargo 0.14%, repairs 1.4% 
and other reasons 0.16%. The winter lay-up accounted for 34.5% of 
the entire year. 


The canaller-type dry-cargo vessels of the Great Lakes fleet were 
in actual operation 99.3% of the navigation season. They were non- 
operative for the 0.7% balance of the season as follows: lack of cargo 
0.2%, repairs 0.3% and other reasons 0.2%. The winter lay-up 
accounted for 34% of the entire year. 


Canaller-type tankers of the Great Lakes fleet were operated 
for 97.5% of the navigation season, and were laid up during the 
season for repairs 2.5%. Winter lay-up accounted for 34% of the 
entire year. 


The West Coast fleet of vessels over 1,000 gross tons, including 
seasonally-operated cruise ships and ferry vessels, were in actual 
operation for 78% of the season. They were laid up during the 
operating season for the following reasons: lack of work 17%, repairs 
4.7% and other reasons 0.3%. Winter lay-up accounted for 10% of 
the entire year. 


West Coast tankers were operated for 93% of the entire year with 
no lay-up in the winter. The 7% non-operative period was accounted 
for as follows: lack of work 0.84%, repairs 5.75% and other reasons 
0.41%. 


Table IV (Appendix ‘‘D’’) shows the participation of Canadian- 
flag vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in the trans- 
portation of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade with or 
via the United States.

The tonnages in the table above are in short tons of 2,000 Ibs. 
and include dry and liquid cargoes. Canadian-flag ships’ participation 
was almost wholly concerned in trade to and from United States 
Great Lakes Ports. 


Ocean Liner Services 


In 1965, ocean liner services operating out of Canadian ports and 
serving Canada’s export trade numbered 167, of which 3 were 
Canadian companies operating chartered foreign vessels. 


From Eastern Canadian ports of the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic Provinces, there were 102 services. Of 
these, 59 also served the Great Lakes. These 102 services comprised 
24 to the United Kingdom; 27 to North and South Continental 
Europe; 8 to the Mediterranean; 4 to the Near East, India and 
Pakistan; 8 to the Far East; 4 to West, South and East Africa; 8 to 
the Caribbean; 3 to Central America (East and West Coasts) and 
Mexico; 10 to South America (East and West Coasts); 5 to Australia 
and New Zealand and 1 to the Pacific Islands. 


From Pacific Coast ports 65 liner services operated as follows: to 
the United Kingdom, 6; to North and South Continental Europe, 9; 
to the Mediterranean, 4; to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 4; to 
the Far East, 14; to Africa (South and East Coasts), 1; to the Carib- 
bean, 3; to Central America (East and West Coasts) and Mexico, 5; 
to South America (East and West Coasts), 4; to Australia and New 
Zealand, 8; to the Pacific Islands, 6; and around the World, 1. 
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The participating nations provided their services as follows: the 
United States 22; the United Kingdom 26; Japan 11; Norway 15; 
Canada 6; Sweden 12; Germany 7; Netherlands 7; and all other 
nations 61. 


Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Six hundred and thirty-two ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1965, making 1,405 
trips from ports overseas. Three hundred and eight of these were 
dry-cargo ships and six were tankers employed in regular liner services; 
another two hundred and seventy-six dry cargo vessels and forty-two 
tankers operated in tramp services.

According to preliminary estimates, the volume of freight carried 
in Canada’s coasting trade—including the Great Lakes—amounted 
in 1965 to 53,600,680 tons, which represents an increase of 1,298,549 
tons over the final figures for 1964.

Fifty Commonwealth ships of non-Canadian registry and five 
foreign-flag vessels operating under short-term waivers of the coast- 
ing law, were engaged in Canada’s coasting trade during 1965. 


The total cargo carried by non-Canadian-flag ships amounted to 
4,054,262 tons, representing 7.6% of the total coastal trade for 1965. 
This was an increase of 26,718 tons, or .7% over the corresponding 
tonnage for 1964. 


Of the non-Canadian-flag vessels employed in the coasting trade 
in 1965, thirty-four were engaged in bulk cargo trading, seven in 
coastal liner services, two in inter-coastal trading, five in miscel- 
laneous trades and seven in tanker operations.

All the iron ore moved from Wabana to Sydney and 91% of the 
Same commodity out of Seven Islands for Sydney, was carried by 
vessels of Commonwealth-flag other than Canadian. One Common- 
wealth-registered vessel moved the entire amount of limestone 
shipped during the year from Colborne to Clarkson. Other vessels of 
Commonwealth registry carried 92% of the coal shipments from 
Sydney to ports in the St. Lawrence River, moved 766,475 tons of 
wheat between Great Lakes and St. Lawrence River ports, 698,859 
tons of petroleum products, mostly between points on the Eastern 
seaboard and from the Maritimes to ports in the St. Lawrence River, 
and 129,071 tons of the coastwise loadings of gypsum at Eastern 
Canadian ports.

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Shipping Records 

The Commission maintains comprehensive records of all self- 
propelled ships of 100 gross tons and over and less detailed information 
on non-self-propelled vessels of 100 tons and over on Canadian 
register. 

Information is compiled on coastwise shipping services and on 
deep-sea liner services trading to and from Canada. Records are also 
kept on the movements and employment of Canadian-owned vessels. 
These records provide statistical data for various studies. 


Developments and trends in the maritime industry and changes 
in Government policies and practices of other nations are noted and 


filed. 


Applications for subsidy assistance under the Ship Construction 
Assistance Regulations were recorded, and relevant statistical 
information was kept on approved applications, payments made, and 
types and sizes of vessels constructed under these regulations. 


II. Shipbuilding and Ship-Repairing 
Shipbuilding 


During 1965 the major shipyards delivered fifty-six vessels, 
particulars of which are given in Table V, Appendix “E’’. Forty-nine 
of these ships were built for commercial owners, one for the Royal 
Canadian Navy, five for a Provincial Government and one for a 
department of the Federal Government. The commercial vessels in- 
cluded nine steel trawlers, seven large bulk freighters, three of which 
are self-unloaders, two package freighters and an automobile- 
passenger ferry. With the exception of the oceanographic research ship 
C.N.A.V. Endeavour, built for operation by the Navy on behalf of the 
Defence Research Board, no naval vessels were delivered during the 
year. The only other vessel built for Federal Government account 
was the icebreaking cable repair ship John Cabot, delivered to the 
Department of Transport. Four car and passenger ferries were 
completed for the British Columbia F erry Authority and one for the 
B.C. Department of Highways. 


The gross tonnage of all vessels built in the major shipyards 
during 1965 amounted to 201,959 gross tons. The dollar value of ships 
delivered was approximately $108,623,700. Compared with 1964 there 
was an increase of 58 per cent in the gross tonnage but a decrease of 
16 per cent in the dollar value of ships delivered. This seeming 
contradiction is accounted for by the fact that for the first time in 
several years no destroyer escorts were delivered; indeed, if naval 
vessels are excluded from the comparison, there was an increase of 
31 per cent in the value of ships delivered. 


Ship-Repairing 


In the ship-repairing branch of the industry, the shipyards re- 
paired, refitted or drydocked 2,682 merchant ships and 83 naval 
vessels. The total value of such work completed during 1965 amounted 
to $43,208,900, divided among the four shipbuilding areas as shown 
below. Compared with 1964, this constitutes an increase of $4,372,600.

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Employment 


The average monthly employment in the major shipyards was 
12,362, an increase of approximately 4 per cent compared with 1964. 
As may be seen from the table given below, there was a falling-off in 
the level of employment in the Atlantic Coast area, but this was more 
than offset by increases in each of the other shipbuilding areas.

Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 


Table VII (See Appendix ‘‘G’’) shows the total number and 
value of capital cost determinations issued by the Canadian Maritime 
Commission for each fiscal year since 1956 under Section 3 of the 
Act granting accelerated depreciation for construction of new vessels, 
also conversions and major alterations to existing vessels. A total of 
177 cases, with a value of $65,997,628 were processed during the fiscal 
year 1965-66. 

Section 4 of the Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 
provides that, where monies resulting from the disposal of vessels are 
used for satisfactory replacements in Canadian yards, the Canadian 
Maritime Commission may issue certificates which involve freedom 
from recapture of depreciation. This provision has had the effect of 
encouraging owners to modernize their equipment by new construc- 
tion and by the conversion of existing tonnage. Since the inception of 
the Act, to March 31, 1966, 340 such certificates have been issued 
for a total amount of $145,159,588.86, which has gone into new 
constructions or major conversions in Canadian yards. For the fiscal 
year 1965-66, 34 certificates were issued for a value of $26,596,218.18. 


Ship Construction Assistance—Shipbuilding Subsidy 


During the 1965-66 fiscal year 98 applications for shipbuilding 
subsidy assistance were approved, totalling $106,936,995 in construc- 
tion costs and approximately $42,000,000 in subsidy. The applicants 
included 49 different shipowners and 29 shipbuilders. Shipbuilding 
subsidy payments amounting to $40,512,684 were made during the 
fiscal year. 
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Details of all subsidy payments up to March 31, 1966, by type of 
ship and by Province, are set out in Tables VII] and IX, respec- 
tively, Appendices ‘‘H”’ and “I”. 


The following is the text of an announcement dated January 17, 
1966, by the Minister of Transport: 


Statement on Government's Program to Assist the Shipbuilding Industry 


Ottawa—On February 2, 1965, the Minister of Transport announced 
the establishment of an interdepartmental committee to review the policy of 
assistance for ship construction. This committee has completed its work 
and the government, after careful consideration of the findings of the com- 
mittee, has decided to introduce a revised program of assistance for the 
shipbuilding industry. 

A first objective is that Canada should maintain a healthy and viable 
shipbuilding industry. The program is designed to assist in the improvement 
of overall efficiency to the point where the industry will rely on assistance 
or protection no greater than that which is accorded other similar Canadian 
industries. The government is convinced that this can be accomplished 
under present conditions without serious disruption of activity or employ- 
ment. Production in the industry reached record levels in recent years and 
the outlook for the next five years is favourable. 


It is the government’s intention to resume, effective January 1, 1966, 
subsidy payments on ship construction at a level of 25% for a period of three 
years. This amount would then be gradually reduced by two percentage 
points annually until a subsidy level of 17% is reached in 1972. This level is 
roughly equal to a 20% tariff protection for the shipbuilding industry. The 
new subsidy rate will not apply to vessels built for the federal or provincial 
governments or floating structures which are not considered to be vessels in 
the orthodox sense. For fishing vessels the current 50% rate will be continued. 


Coincident with the introduction of the new subsidy rate the Canadian 
content requirement in the administration of the subsidy is to be with- 
drawn to enable the industry to take full advantage of the free entry 
provided under the Canadian tariff for various items used in ship construc- 
tion. At the same time the Ship Construction Drawback Regulations which 
permit drawback of 99% of customs duties paid on imported goods used in 
the original construction of ships are to be withdrawn except where they 
apply on military equipment. These Regulations had been introduced at a 
time when Canada’s narrow industrial base made it difficult for the ship- 
building industry to find domestic sources; this is no longer the case. 


The provisions of the Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 
permitting the exemption from taxable income of recaptured capital cost 


allowances are also to be discontinued. The rapid depreciation provisions 
of the CVCA Act will be retained. 


The program of direct assistance will be made available through the 
Department of Industry and will cover a broad range of measures aimed 
at reducing costs, improving capital equipment and training and re-training 
personnel. 


Those matters relating to shipbuilding and ship repairing including the 
administration of ship construction subsidies, which are now a responsibility 
of the Canadian Maritime Commission will be transferred to the Department 
of Industry. Other responsibilities of the Commission including operating 
subsidies will remain under the jurisdiction of the Canadian Maritime 
Commission for which the Minister of Transport is responsible. 


III. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 


The Canadian Maritime Commission administers steamship 
subventions voted by Parliament in accordance with the terms of 
the Canadian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 
1965-66, subventions were paid for coastal and inland services only; 
32 services were subsidized during this period, three on the West 
Coast, two on the Great Lakes and 27 on the East Coast. Two services 
were deleted and one new service was added. 


The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the 
Canadian National Railways, comprising nine different routes on 
the Newfoundland and Labrador coasts. 


Seven applications for subsidy assistance were received and a 
complete survey and review of each of the proposed services was 
carried out, resulting in the refusal of five applications, one still under 
consideration and one approved. 


To meet increased costs of operations, increases in subsidy were 
approved for four services and amount of subsidy was reduced on 
three services. 


The staff of the Canadian Maritime Commission reviewed and 
inspected all services and carried out surveys where this was necessary 
to check the essentiality in existing services.

In addition, the Federal Government contributed $45,500, being 
one half the expense of ice-breaking services on the Miramichi River, 
N.B., on an experimental basis for one year only.

Degaussing of Merchant Ships 


During the fiscal year 1965-66, the Vote providing for the 
Degaussing of Vessels was included in the estimates of and admin- 
istered by the Canadian Maritime Commission as follows: 


One Government vessel was equipped at a cost of $29,407.25 
and two privately-owned vessels were equipped at a cost of $72,449.07. 
Maintenance and repairs were carried out on eight other vessels at a 
cost of $16,019.93, making a total expenditure of $117,876.25. 


Military Cargo Movements 


In liaison with the Tri-Service Movements Committee of the 
Department of National Defence, the Commission negotiates special 
ocean rates for the movement of military personnel and military and 
NATO shipments overseas and co-ordinates the arrangements with 
ocean shipping lines and with recipient NATO countries. 


During 1965, the tonnage of cargo carried was approximately 
5,400 tons, on which freight payments amounted to $321,000. These 
figures include NATO shipments of 180 tons, for which freight charges 
amounting to $6,000 were paid by the recipient countries. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 


The Commission continues to advise the Department of National 
Revenue concerning applications for the waiving of coastal laws, to 
permit the temporary operation of foreign-flag ships in the coastal 
trade. Before recommending that approval be given, the Commission 
makes every effort to ascertain that no suitable Canadian-flag vessel 
is available. 


During the period from April 1, 1965, to March 31, 1966, twenty- 
three applications were made for waiver of the coastal laws for a single 
voyage or more, or for a specified period of time. The Commission 
recommended the approval of twenty-one and the refusal of two 
applications.

Commission. 


On March 31, 1966, the staff of the Commission numbered 28, 
whose annual salaries amounted to $170,763.

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THE TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
I. Shipping 


This report covers the period April 1, 1966 to March 31, 1967, 
except where otherwise indicated. 


During the past year Canada’s merchant fleet of ships of 1,000 
gross tons and over, showed a net increase of ten vessels and 167,668 
gross tons. See Table I (Appendix ‘‘A’’) for comparison with the 
previous year. 


In the overall picture twenty-three vessels were added for a gain 
of 207,350 gross tons, while thirteen vessels totalling 49,662 gross tons 
were disposed of in that period. 


Acquisitions included nine new ships from Canadian yards which 
were responsible for increasing the total-fleet volume by 127,692 gross 
tons. Thirteen foreign-built vessels, none of which was new, were 
imported and accounted for 36% of all newly-acquired tonnage for 
the year. A tanker, previously believed to have been converted to a 
barge, was re-instated as part of the Lakes self-propelled fleet. These, 
together with tonnage changes in three other ships, made up the 
increases in 1966. 


Decreases resulted from the transfer of two ships to another 
Commonwealth register, the sale of five vessels to foreign buyers for 
service outside Canada, two ships broken up, three others sold for 
scrapping and the last whaleback-type laker having been donated by 
her owners for use as a marine museum. 


In the ocean-going fleet, new tonnage was added when the 
Canadian-built ore-oil carrier ‘‘H 1070” came on the register in June 
and set out on her maiden voyage in July with a cargo for Belgium. 
Also briefly engaging in ocean trades during the winter between 
December and April, were three vessels from the coastal fleet and 
three from the Great Lakes, all of which made trans-Atlantic voyages 
in that period. 


The fleet of coastal traders gained seven ships but lost the five 
mentioned above when they were sold to non-Canadian owners and 
transferred to other registers. These included the three Saguenay 
river cruise vessels Richelieu, St. Lawrence and Tadoussac to interests 
in Belgium; the Highliner, a postwar UK-built cargo ship to Cyprian 
owners and the 11-year old Canadian-built container ship Clifford J. 
Rogers to a Bahamas concern. The seven acquisitions comprised both 
new Canadian-built tonnage as well as recently-built and older im- 
ports. Canadian yards produced three ships, the tanker Imperial 
Acadia and ferry Sieur D’Amours for the east coast and St. Lawrence 
river and the Queen of Prince Rupert for ferry service on the Pacific 
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Coast. The four imports for coastal trading were the UK-built cargo 
ships Ghislain and Humberbrook, 17 and 14-years old respectively, and 
the Leif Eiriksson, a ferry, built in Germany in 1964. These three were 
for eastern Canadian waters. The 22-year old Trailer Princess built in 
the United States as a naval landing craft, was brought in during 1965, 
converted in Canada and commenced service last year as a trailer 
ferry on the B.C. coast. 


More than half the year’s net increases were additions to the 
Great Lakes fleet where the intake was 15 vessels for 159,059 gross 
tons against a loss of 8 ships for 24,464 gross tons. New buildings from 
Canadian yards represented slightly better than 57% of the tonnage 
acquired for the Lakes during the year. These were five 712’ bulk 
carriers, two of which were self-unloaders, A. S. Glossbrenner, Mani- 
toulin, Mapleclhiffe Hall, Richelieu and Simcoe. Again in 1966, as in the 
previous year, a number of 60-year old USA-built upper lakers were 
imported into Canada, so that today, more than one-third of the total 
Canadian Lakes fleet consists of ships built in the United States of 
America more than 22 years ago, seventy-one vessels in all, of which 
fifty-seven came into being prior to the first World War. Those in 
this category which were imported during 1966 included Augustus B. 
Wolvin, Goudreau, Heron Bay, Martha Hindman, Meaford, Michtpr- 
coten, Stonefax and Thornhill. Their tonnage represented more than 
40% of the new acquisitions for the Lakes fleet last year. The balance 
of additions comprised the Dolomite, another USA-built laker, a self- 
unloader aged 70 years, which was transferred to Canada from Bermuda 
register and finally, the re-instatement of the 36-year old Canadian- 
built tanker Lake Transport which apparently remained as a self- 
propelled vessel during 1966. 


Losses to the Lakes fleet occurred as several vessels were sent to the 
shipbreakers. The canaller Glenelg and Upper Laker L. A. McCorquodale 
having in fact been broken up and two more canallers Brookdale and 
Valleydale sold for scrapping. The Upper Lakes Bayton was also sold 
for scrap; later she was stripped down and sunk in Lake Michigan. 
The remaining three deletions were the result of transfer to Bahamas 
register of the canallers Grainmotor and Battleford and the retirement 
of the whaleback upper laker John Ericsson which is no longer to be 
used as a commercial carrier. 


Gross tonnage increases were recorded during the year for the 
lakes vessels Cedarbranch and Hallfax and for the coastal ship Pierre 
Radisson, due to structural changes in each case. Minor adjustments 
to the registry figures were the reason for slight decreases in the gross 
tonnage for lakers Comeaudoc and Seaway Queen. 


In addition to vessels on the United Kingdom register under 
transfer arrangements, or subject to possible transfer to Canadian 
register, there were 35 known Canadian-owned vessels of 1,000 gross 
tons and over, of which 11 were on United Kingdom register, 9 were 
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registered in other Commonwealth countries and 15 were registered 
in foreign countries. 


Tables II and III (Appendices “‘B’’ and ‘‘C’’) list the Canadian- 
registered commercial self-propelled vessels of 100 gross tons and over, 


by tonnage and age groups. As may be seen below, a large number of 
old vessels are still in operation:

The above table includes dry and liquid cargo shipments and 
represents tons of 2000 lbs. In 1966, Canadian-registered ships’ share 
was almost entirely in the trade with the United States of America, 
particularly to and from U.S.A. ports in the Great Lakes. 


Table IV (Appendix D) shows the participation of Canadian-flag 
vessels and that of other countries’ vessels engaged in the transporta- 


tion of dry-cargo tonnage overseas, excluding trade with or via the 
United States of America. 
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Ocean Liner Services 


In 1966, ocean liner services operating out of Canadian ports and 
serving Canada’s export trade numbered 167, of which 4 were Canadian 
lines employing chartered foreign vessels. 


From Eastern Canadian ports of the River and Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic Provinces, there were 100 services. Of 
these, 47 also served the Great Lakes. These 100 services comprised 
23 to the United Kingdom; 26 to North and North West Europe; 
7 to the Mediterranean; 4 to the Near East, India and Pakistan; 8 to 
the Far East; 5 to West, South and East Africa; 10 to the Caribbean; 
3 to Central America (East and West Coasts) and Mexico; 9 to 
South America (East and West Coasts); and 5 to Australia and 
New Zealand. 


From Pacific Coast ports 67 liner services operated as follows: 
to the United Kingdom, 6; to North and North West Europe, 8; to 
the Mediterranean, 4; to the Near East, India and Pakistan, 5; to the 
Far East, 13; to Africa (South and East Coasts), 1; to the Caribbean, 
3; to Central America (East and West Coasts) and Mexico, 6; to 
South America (East and West Coasts), 4; to Australia and New 
Zealand, 9; to the Pacific Islands, 7; and around the World, 1. 


The principal participating nations in these liner services are: 
United Kingdom, 24 services; United States, 20; Japan, 12; Norway, 
12; Sweden, 10; Germany, 8; Canada, 7; Netherlands, 6; and all 
other nations, 68. 


Direct Trade Between the Great Lakes and Overseas Ports 


Six hundred and twenty-three ships of non-Canadian registry 
entered the St. Lawrence Seaway system during 1966, making 1,354 
trips from ports overseas. Three hundred and nine of these were 
dry-cargo ships and one was a tanker employed in regular liner services; 
another 275 dry-cargo vessels and thirty-nine tankers operated in the 
tramp services.

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Coastal Trade of Canada —1966 (Calendar Year) 


According to preliminary estimates, the volume of water-borne 
freight in Canada’s coasting trade, including inter-Canadian-port 
trading on the Great Lakes, was 60,920,683 tons in 1966. This repre- 
sents an increase of more than seven and a half million tons over the 
final figures for 1965. 


The cargo tonnage differences between the final figures for 1965 
and the preliminary figures for 1966 are made up of increases and 
decreases in the volume of various commodities, as follows:

Thirty-nine Commonwealth vessels of non-Canadian registry, one 
ship registered in the Republic of Ireland and two foreign-registered 
tankers, operated in the coasting trade during 1966. The tankers were

permitted by waiver of the coastal law to relieve two emergency 
situations in the transportation of gasoline and fuel oil. 


Cargoes carried by these forty-two non-Canadian flag ships 
amounted to 1,741,005 tons, or 2.9% of the total coastwise trade for 
the calendar year. By comparison, this is a 57% reduction from the 
corresponding tonnage carried by such vessels in 1965 and demon- 
strates the effectiveness of last year’s restrictive legislation pertaining 
to certain geographical areas in Canada. 


In 1966 half the vessels of other-flag were occupied in bulk trade 
movements, principally to and from the east coast of Canada. Another 
seven ships were tankers, serving the ports in the Maritime provinces 
and Newfoundland. Four vessels were engaged for varying periods in 
regular coastal liner services and the rest found employment in mis- 
cellaneous trades, including several intercoastal voyages.

Seven of the Commonwealth-flag vessels were Canadian-owned, 
all under 1,000 gross tons except for one of the four dry cargo ships 
included in the group. The others were two tankers and a barge. Their 
total for the year was 134,772 tons of cargo, less than 1% of the 
comparable figure for last year due to the large number of vessels in 
this category which returned to the Canadian register during 1965. 
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The following shows the bulk commodity participation by vessels 
registered outside Canada during 1966, aggregating 1,677,156 tons for 
the season:

The ships of Commonwealth-flag figured predominantly in the 
movement of iron ore from Wabana, their participation being close to 
90%. They also carried 60% of the gypsum from Little Narrows to 
Canadian destinations as well as 28% and 29% respectively, of the 
domestic shipments of iron ore out of Sept-Iles and coal from Sydney 
to other Canadian coastal ports.

Shipping Records 


The Commission maintains detailed statistical records of vessel 
particulars and ownership in respect of all vessels of 100 gross tons 
and over on the Canadian register, both self- and non-self-propelled. 
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An effort is made to secure authoritative information on the 
employment of vessels registered in Canada, in addition to information 
on Canadian-owned vessels registered in other countries. 


Bulk cargo movements and other miscellaneous commodity move- 
ments in domestic waters are followed and particular attention is paid 
to Canadian-flag participation in Canada’s foreign trade. 


Information is compiled on coastal and deep-sea liner services and 
ocean tramp ships entering the St. Lawrence Seaway. 


These records provide the data for studies of some of the elements 
which influence the shipping industry in Canada. 


Developments and trends in the maritime industry of other 
nations, as well as governmental policy, legislation, practices and 
changes, are also noted and filed. 


II. General 


Subsidized Steamship Services 


The Canadian Maritime Commission administers steamship sub- 
ventions voted by Parliament in accordance with the terms of the 
Canadian Maritime Commission Act. During the fiscal year 1966-67, 
subventions were paid for coastal and inland services only; 31 services 
were subsidized during this period, three on the West Coast, two on 
the Great Lakes and 26 on the East Coast. Five services were deleted 
and four new services were added. 


The East Coast services include the River and Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and the Newfoundland Coastal services operated by the Canadian 
National Railways, comprising 11 different routes on the Newfound- 
land and Labrador coasts. 


Six new applications for subsidy assistance were received and a 
complete survey and review of each of the proposed services was 
carried out, resulting in the approval of four applications, two still 
being under consideration. One application received in the fiscal year 
1965-66 was approved in 1966-67. 


To meet increased costs of operation, increases in subsidy were 
approved for five services and amount of subsidy was reduced on two 
services. Two services were amalgamated to form one service at a 
reduced amount of subsidy. 


The staff of the Canadian Maritime Commission reviewed and 
inspected all services and carried out surveys where this was necessary. 


The provincial and interprovincial distribution of subsidy pay- 
ments for 1966-67 was as follows:

It is anticipated that a further amount will be recaptured. 


Intraprovincial ferry services and ancillary terminal facilities 
of a road link nature are considered to be primarily a Provincial 
responsibility. 


The inauguration and support of any new coastal service will 
depend on the active participation of the Provincial Governments 
concerned. 


Table V gives details of services. (See Appendix ‘‘E’’). 


Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 


Table VI (See Appendix ‘‘F’’) shows the total number and value 
of capital cost determinations issued by the Canadian Maritime 
Commission for each fiscal year since 1962 under Section 3 of the Act 
granting accelerated depreciation for construction of new vessels, also 
conversions and major alterations to existing vessels. A total of 208 
cases, with a value of $41,571,779 were processed during the fiscal 
year 1966-67. 


Section 4 of the Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 
provides that, where monies resulting from the disposal of vessels are 
used for satisfactory replacements in Canadian yards, the Canadian 
Maritime Commission may issue certificates which involve freedom 
from recapture of depreciation. This provision has had the effect of 
encouraging owners to modernize their equipment by new construction 
and by conversion of existing tonnage. Since the inception of the Act, 
to March 31, 1966, 373 such certificates have been issued for a total 
amount of $149,250,175.91, which has gone into new construction or 
major conversions in Canadian yards. For the fiscal year 1966-67, 
33 certificates were issued for a value of $4,090,587.05. 


The Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act was repealed 
on March 23, 1967, and some of its provisions have been incorporated 
into the Income Tax Act. 


Military Cargo Movements 


There has been a steady decline in the volume of Canadian 
military and NATO cargoes moved by water carrier to overseas 
destinations over the years, but the responsibility, where necessary, 
for liaison between the Department of National Defence and the ship 
operators, and for negotiating of ocean freight rates applicable to 
these cargoes, has remained with the Commission. 
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During 1966 about 4,100 revenue tons were shipped to destina- 
tions in the United Kingdom and Europe, the ocean charges on which 
amounted to $163,000. Included in these figures were 200 tons of 
NATO cargo for which the freight bill totalling $6,200 was for account 
of the recipient countries. 


Degaussing of Merchant Ships 


During the fiscal year 1966-67, the Vote providing for the De- 
gaussing of Vessels was included in the Estimates of and administered 
by the Canadian Maritime Commission as follows: 


Two Government vessels were equipped at a cost of $99,038.91. 
Maintenance and repairs were carried out on six other vessels at a cost 
of $12,981.10, making a total expenditure of $112,020.01. 


Coasting Laws of Canada 


The Commission continued its advisory function in matters con- 
cerning waivers of coastal law to permit the temporary employment of 
foreign-flag vessels in Canada’s coastwise marine operations where 
emergency situations prevailed. Recommendations were made to the 
Department of National Revenue only after careful investigation as 
to the availability, or otherwise, of suitable Canadian-flag tonnage to 
perform the work in question. 

From April 1, 1966 to March 31, 1967, fifteen applications were 
made for waiver of the coastal law, either for single voyages or for 
other specified periods of time. The Commission recommended the 
approval of eleven applications. Of the remaining four, one application 
was withdrawn, one was superfluous and investigation relative to two 
others had not been completed by the end of the fiscal period being 
reviewed. 


The Commission 


On March 31, 1967, the staff of the Commission numbered 29, 
whose annual salaries amounted to $203,826.
